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A CONTEMPTIBLE CAMPAIGN 


ON Friday last Eagt WinteRTON, speaking with all his authority 
as a Cabinet Minister and as Chairman of the Committee set up 


as a result of the Evian meeting for the orderly migration of 


refugees from Germany, made the following public statement : 


“ The ‘involuntary migrants’ who had come here or gone elsewhere 
had not, as some critics suggested, prejudicially affected the employment 
market. On the contrary, the industrialists among them had actually 
increased employment by starting new businesses. Some 15.000 
Britons at least had found jobs as a result of the setting up here of 
businesses, transferred from Germany. because their owners found it 
impossible, on account of their race or religion, to remain there.” 


In spite of these categorical declarations, reported in the Press on 
the following day, the Sunday Pictorial chose to publish an article 
which bore the headlines in flaming type : REFUGEES GET 
JOBS: BRITONS GET DOLE. The article itself was introduced 
with the words, also in heavy lettering : ‘“‘ European refugees are 
Stealing jobs from Britons by the hundred every week.’’ These 
Statements, it will be seen, amount to a flat denial of Lord 
WINTERTON'S explicit statement. 

Let us see how much affection for the truth is revealed in this 
precious article. “European refugees are stealing jobs from Britons 
by the hundred every week.’ Anybody with even a cursory 
knowledge of the facts knows that, as Mr. MONTEFIORE pointed 
out last Sunday, no alien can obtain a salaried post in this country 
without a permit from the Ministry of Labour, and that that permit 
is refused unless the employer can prove to the satisfaction of the 
Ministry that the fullest search has been made in vain for British 


labour. Ina word, the army of refugee job-stealers is a fiction. The 
Suggestion in the article that large numbers of refugees are never- 


theless employed as domestic servants is more particularly unfor- 
tunate. It is common knowledge that there is, and has for a long 
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tume been, an acute shortage of native-born labour for this kind of 
work and therefore the refugees taken into such employment 
cannot be stealing jobs from Britons. Agtually it is known that 
the servant shortage is a source of serious social difficulties and 
certainly a factor.in the ominous decrease in the size of British 
middle-class families. 

The refugees, the article declares, are disrupting labour con- 
ditions in the woman’s wear and tailoring trade by undercutting. 
A year ago, it is alleged, a good piece worker in the tailoring trade 
could earn £8 to £12 a week. Now many aliens are employed at 
£3 a week. Apparently the suggestion is that the refugees who 
are getting £3 a week are reducing the earnings of the piece 
workers. By how much is not stated, nor is anything done to 
clarify the curious comparison between piece rates and weekly 
wages. Is it not at least as likely that, if any such reduction has 
taken place, it is due to the general recession in trade ? It is further 
asserted that of the £3 paid to the “aliens” the employer pays 
only about 30s., the balance coming from Woburn House, head- 
quarters of one of the Refugee Funds. This suggestion. that 
Woburn House is contributing 30s. a week to the employee's 
wages is described, with characteristic politeness, by Mr. MOnrTe- 
FIORE as “ devoid of any foundation whatever.” = 

Next comes the suggestion that aliens can, after a year, acquire 
British citizenship by application: through any of the numerous 
(unspecified) organisations. [nits way this ts the prize muisstate- 
ment in the article. Inthe first place, British citizenship can be 
acquired from the Home Office alone. Further, instead of one 
year’s residence in this country being stipulated, the period 
demanded is five, which is now often stretched to eight, of which 
the fast four must be years of unbroken domicile here. Sull 
further, so far from naturalisation being the simple-and easy thing * 
depicted, itis granted only after the most searching. scrutiny by 
Scotland Yard. After six years of Hitlerism, the number ol 
naturalisations of German Jewish refugees is, according to Mr, 
MONTEFIORE, exceedingly, limited, “*more fikely a matter of tens 
than of hundreds—perhaps fifty, if as many.”’ 

From the statements already referred to it is obvious that the 


“article discloses a levity in the handling of a painful | uman 


problem which not only is mean-and inhuman but is a discredit 
to the country and a blot on the ‘ournalistic profession. It ts, 
indeed, not.the first time that the paper has offended in this way. 
The allegations we have tested could easily have been brought to 
the attention of the authorities concerned, and the other side could 
thus have been taken into account. Jews engaged-upon refugee 
problems and Jewish organisations were not, so far as we know, 
consulted. Certainly no reference to any such consultation. is 
made in the article, 

The whole question of the economic effects of the reception of 
refugees is authoritatively discussed in a special article on page 28 
of this issue. There the writer, briefly marshalling the facts, and 
the views of the leading specialists on the subject, shows beyond a 
shadow of doubt that, far from adding to the numbers of the 
workless, Refugees,’” as his titte announces, ** Decrease 
Unemployment.’’ He completely destroys the plausible, though 
superficial, arguments about refugees stealing jobs from Britons 
—such as the Sunday Pictorial writer seeks to prove with such 
deplorable disregard for the facts and for the mischief which his 
stunt may wreak. 

The problem of the refugees, however, is not one merely of 
journalistic decency. It is, indeed, beset with danger—a danget 
that the refugees may be turned into political material and into 
means for anti-social propaganda. That being so, it becomes ever 
increasingly urgent that the problem should be taken resolutely in 
hand at the earliest possible moment. One suggestion made 
recently in these columns is, we learn, now to be put into effect. 
A temporary camp for some three thousand refugees is to be 
established on the model of similar efforts abroad. In this camp, 
immigrants up to the number named will be sheltered without 
cost to the taxpaye# until they leave for permanent settlement 
overseas. The concession which the Home Office has made 
in this matter is wise and kindly, and one for which warm 
recognition is due. Bat the problem of finding places. for 
large permanent settlement still drags, while conversations 
about fantastic and impertinent German proposals go on with 
evasive officials of the Reich. Different countries float into 
view, British Guiana, Rhodesia, Tanganyika, Guatemala, and now 
Santo Domingo. But the practical steps of investigating them are 
still lacking, and meanwhile the plight of many refugees grows hourly 
more harrowing—as a correspondent’s distressing account of the 
shiploads travelling to Shanghai proves. Is it asking too much of 
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the Governments which have clearly admitted at Evian and else- 
where that the problem is one for them as much as for the Jews 
to suggest that they, singly or in combination with the Refugee 
Organisations and the Evian Committee, send properly equipped 
Commissions of Inquiry to the proffered territories without further 
ado ? That would at least be an indication that they meant business. 
Failing this, hundreds of thousands will continue to sink more 
deeply into despair, and the whole problem will go on marching 
with increasing pace from possibility to impossibility. It is for the 
Governments to act—and to act now. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


JEWS AND NATIONAL SERVICE: COMING MOVE 

lr is reassufing to learn that steps are contemplated by the Deputies 
with a view to the co-operation of the Community in the coming appeal 
for voluntary national service. It is hoped that there will be, through- 
out Anglo-Jewry a spontaneous and concerted effort to secure the 
fullest response. With that hope every Jewish citizen of this country 
must associate himself. The appeal will be treated, and not only by 
enemies, as a test of Jewish loyalty. Under that test Jews cannot 
fail, and in their readiness to bear their full share in the country's 
defence they will only be repeating the past history of the Com- 
munity. The necessity for special action gua Jews has already been 
advanced in these columns. It is, indeed, so self-evident that it hardly 
requires further elucidation. At the same time, if a specifically Jewish 
recruiting campaign is to be launched it is imperative that it should 
be well-organised, vigorous, and sustained. Halting efforts might 
easily prove worse than useless. That fact, we have no doubt, will 
not be lost on the-attention of those who have this very serious matter 
in hand, 


THE MEANNESS OF IT! 

THe financial results that have accrued from the undertakeig of the 
entertainments industry to ¥et aside one-tenth of its receipts from last 
Saturday's performances for the benefit of the refugees have not yet 
been published, though they are believed to have been excellent. 
Whatever the public response? however, the action of the industry itself 
was a wonderful gesture of sympathy, setting-an example of practical 
kindness of which there cannot be too warm a recognition. In glaring 
contrast with it, however, stands the conduct of a negligible number of 
individuals who endeavoured to sabotage the industry's efforts by 
creating disturbances either within or outside the theatres. It is 
impossible to exaggerate the utter meanness of this behaviour, which 
can only have disgusted those who witnessed it. Side by side, however, 
with this attempt to make political capital out of a work of pure 
philanthropy there exists a tendency to discredit refugee activities by 
dragging in the supposedly competing claims of the unemployed. No 
such competition, of course, does or should exist. The one makes an 
appeal to the State: the other, as Mr, Wal Hannington, the Secretary 
of the Unemployed Workers’ Movement, points out, is an appeal to 
private charity- With this latter appeal, he says, his movement is in 
the closest sympathy. “Assistance to the refugees does not injure the 
position of the British unemployed.” Perhaps after this repudiation 
the self-appointed champions of the British unemployed will leave their 
unwilling clients alone. 


PRICE-CUTTING 

Ir is gratifying to learn, from the proceedings at Sunday's Deputies’ 
meeting, that the section of furniture manutacturers which had stood 
aloof from the discussions at the Ministry of Labour has now joined 
the rest of the manufacturers and the Unions in the deliberations. By 
doing se they have earned the thanks of the Commumty; and it is now 
only to be hoped that the public spirit thus evinced, combined with the 
experience of the Labour Ministry, will lead to the progressive 
elimination from the industry of such grievances as may be proved to 
exist, and the responsibility for which, we repeat, cannot justly be 
laid exclusively at the doors of Jews. The Deputies’ debate indicates 
that the majority of the \Board now realise, thanks to the persistence 
of Mr. Diamond, the grave danger to the Community arising from 
the relatively bad conditions which prevail in several trades in which 
Jews are numerically prominent. One of t#tse bad conditions is the 
apparently increasing vogue of the practice of “ price-cutting.” The 
issue it raises 1s admittedly a difficult one. But there can at least be 
little difficulty about condemning the practice when it involves—in the 
case of a minority of shops, as Mr. Diamond was careful to point out 
——cither breach of contract on the part of shop-keepers, or the securing 
“by devious means” of goods subsequently sold below the contract 
price. 


It is idle to suppose that such lawless or underground methods of 
trading, repugnant to all fair-minded citizens, can, even though only 
engaged in by a few, have no effect on the communal repute. How 
the evil could be grappled with, Mr. Laski himself could not at the 
moment say. The long-range view of the matter would suggest the 
building up of a commercial esprit de corps. For the immediate 
purpose some other means may have to be sought, and sought soon. 


* THE COMMUNITY GETS ITS MARCHING ORDERS 
. A CONFERENCE held in London on December 17 last and reported to 


have been attended by over 250 delegates representing Synagogues, 
Jewish Trade Unions, relief organisations, and other bodies, decided to 
proclaim a certain Sunday a day of public protest, meditation, and 
self-denial for the whole of Anglo-Jewry. It called on every Jewish 
Congregation, society, club, and Trade Union to organise protest and 
memorial meetings, and on every Synagogue to hold special services. 
It called. further, for assistance for German Jews, and asked for a 
voluntary levy from every Jew and Jewess of not less than the cost 
of a day's food. One of the effects of this proclamation was to 
throw caterers for private functions into a state of uncertainty and 
anxiety. “ Self-denial,” as they understood it, was inconsistent with 
festivities of any kind and might threaten functions already booked. 
Nor were their worries mitigated when the date of the great day, 
originally fixed as January 8, was altered to next Sunday week, 
But a much wider question is raised in this matter. A number of 
organisations, no doubt -actuated by the worthiest motives, take it 
upon themselves to give instructions to the whole Community. Every 
Synagogue is to hold a special service, every Jew and Jewess to submit 
to a voluntary levy, and so forth. By what right, one may ask, 
Was the consent of the lay and clerical heads of the Community 
previously obtained? If it was, then no intimation to this effect has 
been published, Clearly if every collection of organisations is to have 
the power to behave as this one did, the result would only be describ- 
able in the words of the famous saying: “ Order, counter-order, 
disorder.” It is high time that more discipline and team-work began 
to rule our affairs. 


THE COLLEGE 

On June 29. 1936, the Council of Jews’ College appointed a Com- 
mittee to review the curriculum of the College. The report of the 
Committee was duly delivered and dated April 25, 1938. But it was 
not until January 3, 1939—after a lapse of more than eight months— 
that a copy, “as amended by the Council,” was sent to this office. 
There may be‘nothing of any consequence in the fact that the Com- 
mittee took nearly two years over its work, or even in the fact that 
eight months elapsed before an amended copy of the report reached 
this paper, particularly as we are given to understand that the Council's 
amendments were not of very great importance. All that need be said 
is that if the alterations in the report were not serious, the delay in 
its publication is difficult to explain, and can only encourage specula- 
tion as to what may have been happening while the report tarried. 
Perhaps the most charitable explanation would be that both the Council 
and Committee were so possessed, and rightly so, by the importance 
of the inquiry that they saw no reason for hurry, recommendations 
rather than time being of the essence of the question. 


WHOSE FAULT? 

It must be said at once that the Committee does make a very interest- 
ing, and many will say useful,’ series of recommendations which 
may exert a beneficial effect on the College’s work. At times, the 
report seems to take on a bold, not to say revolutionary, note, as, 
for instance, when it Suggests that the requirements for the Hattarath 
Horaah examination are too rigorous and should be reduced; or when, 
speaking of the Codes, it remarks that “the primary need is for the 
Jewish Minister to know what the Din is. Especial attention should 
be given to present-day requirements Of Jewish. life.’ These last 
words may mean much or little. It depends on their interpretation. 
When all credit has been given, however, to the Committee's proposals, 
and assuming that they are carried out with determination, will the 
complaints and criticism that have dogged the College throughout 
its career be stilled? The Committee itself honestly admits that there 
have been grounds for past complaints. It acknowledges that it has 
by its very recommendations indicated that there is undoubted need 
for revision and improvement. But it goes on to argue that even a 
perfect curriculum and an augmented staff may not, and probably 
will not, remove all cause for dissatisfaction! The reason, in our 
view, is that there are potent factors at work outside the Collezge— 
in the Community itself and the general world—which seriously affect 
the institution and the Ministry, and for which, we agree, the College, 
as the report suggests, should not be made the scapegoat. } 


If the College dq not attract the right type of student, if some of 
the seudents refrain from entering the Ministry, the fault. at the very 
least, is not to be laid entirely on the College. These are, indeed. 
very old complaints, and their persistence points to deep-set external 
causes from which relief, if possible, should be sought elsewhere. 


DR. BUCHLER’S RETIREMENT 


PERHAPS the most striking of the results of the impending reorganisa- 
tion will apparently be the retirement of the Principal of the College, 
Dr. Bichler. This- proposal is made on account of this distinguished 
scholar’s advancing years—he is seventy-one years of age. With a 
touching care that will no doubt be appreciated. it is respectfully 
suggested that it 1s only due to the Principal that he should now be 
enabled to find rest and happiness in his study. But later on in the 
report an additional reason for his, retirement almost seems to peep 
out. The evidence heard by the Committee is said to have indicated 
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that insufficient personal contact had existed, and still exists, between 
the students and the staff. Students, the Committee was repeatedly 
told, hesitated to approach the Principal and discuss their difficulties 
with him. The chief concern seemed to be, on the one hand, to 
impart, and on the other to absorb, the book knowledge essential for 
the passing of certain examinations, with little attention to the mould- 
ing of the spirit and character of the student. It is a pity that the 
Committee did not state plainly where the blame lay for these fatal 
defects. But as the Principal is apparently to be made the scapegoat, 
one feels obliged to point out that it is these very defects which largely 
vitiate the report of the Committee itself. It is predominantly con- 
cerned with the imparting and absorption of book kitrowledge, and 
the attention paid to the moulding of the spirit and character of the 
Students is meagre indeed. It is an arid document lacking the human 
touch, the yearning to inspire as well as to instruct. 


The greaj need, it is obvious, is that a truly spiritual atmosphere 
should pervade the College. It should seek to turn out Ministers who 
will know how to talk to the younger generation in the language they 
will understand and to win affection and confidence. The need for 
those qualities to-day is desperate. It is to be regretted, and regretted 
protoundly, that the Committee, over-absorbed in book-lore. should 
have lost the opportunity of giving the College an impressive Jead 
in this respect and should have succumbed to the mood of dry peda- 
gogic officitalism which its title suggested. For the rest, the retirement 
of Dr. Biichler cannot be allowed to pass without a tribute of respect 
to a man who, by his deep and widely appreciated scholarship, shed 
much-needed lustre on a Community not itself famous for. its 
contributions to Jewish learning.

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JEWS’ COLLEGE CURRICULUM 
REPORT 


The Question of Atmosphere 
NEW TEACHING APPOINTMENTS ? 


A copy of the Report of the Sub-Committee on Jews’ College 
Curriculum. as amended by the Council, has been received, as was 
briefly announced in our last issue. The report, dated April 25, 1938. 
extends to eight closely-printed pages, and is signed by the Chieti 
Rabbi. the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, and Dr. M. Epstein, who were appointed 
as the Sub-Committee on June 29, 1936, w.th power to co-opt. In 
July. 1926, the scope of their investigations was extended, and in 
November of that year they were instructed to consider also the 
question of the training of Chazanim at the ¢ ol'ege. 

lwenty-four meetings were held, and twenty-five witnesses consulted. 
including the four members of the Staff and a number of past and present 
students. 

lhe introduction to the report sets out briefly the requirements for a 
Jewish minister's training, including the specific Jewish and the general 
education. 

Under the heading “ Classification,” the report suggests the classification 
of students according to whether they are also taking a University course or 
are devoting themselves solely to Jews’ College work, with further sub- 
divisions according to their knowledge of Rabbinics and Talmud. The 
requirements for the Hattarath Horaah exami. ation are considered too 
rigorous, “ ard should te r.duced,” 

Additional appointments of a teacher in the elements of Jewish Philosophy, 
Theology. and Ethics, and of a visiting teacher in the theory and practice 
of education as applied to the needs of Jewish Religion Classes, are 
recommended. 

fhe report insists that the student should complete his studies for the 
Minister's Certificate at least two years after taking his degree. 

Important observations are made concerning the Staff. A tribute is paid 
to the Principal, who has given thitty-one years’ service, and the report 
suggests that as he is now seventy, he should be relieved of the every-day 
routine work and enabled to enjoy the leisure he has richly earned. 
question of a successor confronts the Council with a difficult task.” Besides 
this, and the appointment of two additional teachers, one for History and 
o-e for Philosophy and Theology, the desirability is mentioned of appointing 
a College Tutor, or “ Director of Studies.” 

One year’s probation for all students admitted is suggested, before they 
are finally received as regular students, and four years’ intensive study for 
university graduates “ must be made the condition of entrance and con- 
tinuance.” Every student's aim shou'd be the Minister's Certificate, which 
congregations should demand as the main qualification. 

General approval is given to the scheme on Chazanut prepared by the 
Special Committee of the United Synagogue, with the proviso that while a 
School of Chazinut might be controlled by a Committee of the Council, the 
School must be distinct from the College and the students taught separately. 

The second part of the report deals with the “ atmosphere ” of the College, 
and recalls the fact that attention was drawn in May, 1936, to the with- 
drawal of two students (coming from Oxford and Cambridge) because of 
religious doubts, and the suggestion of the Jewish Memorial Council that 
the fault lay with the curriculum caused the Sub-Committee to give particular 
attention to this matter of “ atmosphere.” The report says that the records 
show that students preceeding to Oxford and Cambridge from the College in 
the past thirty years had without exception entered the Ministry, and the 
inference it draws is that the real danger is to orthodox students who go to 
a University without adequate preparation in Jewish knowledge. Insufficient 
personal contact, according to the evidence, has existed, and still exists, 
between students and staff, and it is believed that the appointment of a 
s\mpathetic Tutor will prove to be largely the remedy. 

Unsuitability of the present /Jocal of the College, as compared with 
Universities and also Jewish Theological Colleges abroad, is also suggested 
as a cause of the wrong “ atmosphere.” 

The Sub-Committee refutes the assumption that the entire blame for the 
dissatisfaction that led to the inquiry rests on the College. The problem 
“will not be solved—indeed, the solution will be retarded—if Jews’ College 
is made the scapegoat for sins the responsibility for which rests elsewhere.” 
Complaints that proper candidates for the Ministry are not forthcoming 
antedate the establishment of Jews College (documentary evidence ts 
adduced), and a former answer is upheld: “ The simple and obvious reason 
which discourages members of the upper and middle classes from embracing 
the clerical career is the want of sufficient inducement.” 

[he final paragraph of the report is devoted to finance. The budget may 
be'said to balance at £7,500, about half of which is. spent on salaries. The 
Sub-Committee’s proposals would require about another £3,200 in salafies. 
Only about one-twelfth of the College’s annual requirements comes from 
annual subscriptions, and it is suggested that £120,000 must be collected as 
an endowment fund to yield between £4,00) and £5,00) over and above the 
present revenue.

Refugee Work-—-And What it Implies 


The grouping of the refugee organisations under one roof should 
help to dispose of what one must admit to have been a number one 
sized chaos. The confusion that arose was, in the circumstances. 
understandable, and one can only hope that the reorganisation now 
initiated will be continued until complete order, or the nearest approach 
to it, is introduced into the refugee work. This postulates not only a 
willingness to toil at the common task but a spirit of goodwill, of 
consideration for the other man’s point of view, and of utter selflessness 
which, in their turn, mean the eschewing of intrigue and pettiness 
of every description. There is another thing that ought to be said. 
A great appeal was launched by Ear! Baldwin, which has been backed 
with splendid persistence in the leading organ of the Press. Into its 
administration some of the most distinguished public men in the 
country have thrown themselves with remarkable zeal. I trust I may 
be forgiven if I also mention that Lord Hailey as well as his colleagues 
in the tremendous task of overhauling the refugee relief organisation 
—Sir Henry Bunbury (the eminent civil servant) and Mr. Thomas 
Robbins—are giving their valuable services free of charge and out ot 
sheer love of the cause. Surely the least reward that Jews can proffer 
for this wonderful devotion is unstinted co-operation given in the finest 
team-spirit. I can imagine nothing more calculated to damp down 
sympathy and even to alienate friendship than any impression, however 
slight, that this was being withheld. 


Woburn House 


Incidentally, the concentration of the relief work at the Palace Hotel 
entails the vacating of a great deal of the accommodation hitherto 
taken at Woburn House. One can imagine that, from the point of view 
of the finances of that centre, and\quite apart from the more important 
question of refugee policy, the shift might not be very welcome. The 
extension of the Deputies’ offices to embrace a complete floor—an 
extension necessitated by the Board's ever-increasing labours—may go 
some way to ease the position. Woburn House has supplied a great need 
in the communal life of the Metropolis. It deserves, to use a. phrase 
popularised in another connection, a square deal from the Community 
—which means that it deserves support from all in a position to give it. 


Newspaper Share-Holdings 


From time to time, the question is raised as to who owns the shares 
in this or that publication. Sometimes the motive is purely anti- 
Semitic; at others, it may have some more innocuous origin. Some time 
ago, for instance, the si%gestion gained a certain amount of currency 
that a large block or block’ or nominee holdings of shares in a certain 
paper belonged to a well-known Jew, who was named. The 
gentleman mentioned categorically denied that he had any shares 
Or interest in that newspaper, and his denial has tended to give 
the rumour its quietus. Nevertheless, the idea that Jews do hold 
controlling interests in newspapers, and, for that matter, in other public 
enterprises, will continue to be spread for anti-Jewish purposes, and the 
law offers no means of disproof so long as the nominee system prevails. 
Every lot of shares held in nominees’ names can thus be described 
by ill-wishers as really in Jewish ownership, and as nominee ownership 
is secret, and the names of the real owners are sometimes unknown even 
to the directors themselves of the companies concerned, Jew-baiters can 
indulge in their insinuations to their heart’s content. No doubt, the 
nominee idea is in many cases adopted out of reasons of pure con- 
venience, but it is obvious that it does provide a rare opportunity for 
those who-pretend to see Jewish domination in every department of the 
national life.

The Real Offenders 


If anybody really wants to ferret out examples of control in the news 
industry he should turn his attention elsewhere. Not so long ago, for 
instance, it was stated in Parliament that Nazi interests were attempting 
to obtain by share purchase the control of a British news agency. 
The directors of the concern were dismayed, and bid against 
the would-be buyers at, of course, prices which in normal circum- 
Stances they would not have offered. But the agency was saved. 
Though headed off in this country, however, Nazi propaganda has 
run riot in the newspaper world of other States. How many. news- 
papers it has bought up or subsidised is known only to Dr. Goebbels 
and his myrmidons, but the number is very high. Here is a matter 
of the gravest significance for the peace of the world. It means that the 
right of self-determination, so zealously safeguarded for Sudeten 
Germans, Austrians, etc., is, in effect, being denied to many sovereign 
peoples.

That £80,000,000 Fine 


On December 15 last, the first instalment of the £80,000,000 fine 
imposed on German Jewry fell due. But, so far as I am aware. no 
official statement has been made as to how much of it the Nazis 
Why this peculiar reticence? It would be 
interesting to hear. Is it the pickpocket’s natural reluctance to broad- 
cast the success of his raid? Is it that the whole of the expected loot 
did not, in fact, materialise but remained little more than a robber’s 
dream? One would like to know. This much, however, can be truly said. 
The fact that the fine was solemnly imposed—and as solemnly reported 
in the world’s Press —was calculated to impress other nations with the 
supposed extent of German Jewry's wealth. It was probably deliber- 
ately intended to do so, and to act as a justification of the 
Nazi persecution. Even if the “swag” therefore fell short of hopes, 
the thieves probably got away with an insidious piece of propaganda, 
and the Nazis have their consolation prize. 

* 
Too Many Cooks? 

While it ts good to behold the lavish outpouring on relief of German 
Jewry, the question of the ultimate results to our domestic institutions 
must by now be increasingly present to our minds. No doubt the 
success of the Board of Guardians’ recent appeal is gratifying. 
But the Board stands tn a class by itself, and what happens in its case 
cannot be taken as typical of the fortunes of the other institutions 
and movements which abound among us. Sooner or later, therefore, 
the position and the prospects of these bodies will have to be taken 
into serious consideration. Some two years ago, Mr. A. LeVay- 
Lawrence estimated, in a letter to these columns, that besides a number 
of organisations which concern themselves only with the administration 
of public funds and bequests, there are in the London area alone about 
150 separate bodies collecting subscriptions and donations from Jewish 
sources. Excluding the Board of Guardians, there are, he pointed out, 
twenty-five organisations distributing directly in money .and_ kind, 
such as bread, meat, coal, grocery, clothing, boots, meals, pensions 
to the blind, aged, and needy, apprenticing, dowries and aid to orphans, 
loans, and sick relief. Can he be far wrong in his assumption that such 
a multiplicity of direct relief distributing organisations Is conducive to 
considerable overlapping and expensive administration? And, if so, 
have we not an obvious and urgent duty to reorganise the whole system 
ii. we are to be in a position to carry the formidable and growing 
burden of calls from abroad? [t may suit Herr Hitler's book that 
British Jewry should commit /ara-Airi as the indirect consequence of 
his oppression. But why should we play the Fihrer’s game’?

Goebbels in Eclipse ? 

Where is the Reich's Propaganda Minister these days? It seems 
quite a time since we have heard from him, and, of course, rumour is _ 
busy with his position. Some of it centres around his alleged amours, 
which would no doubt be mightily unpleasing to such a dour apostle 
of the simple life as the Fuhrer is supposed to be. Others say that 
the pogroms, with which Goebbels's name is associated, created immense 
annoyance in the German Foreign Office, with corresponding effects on 
Goebbels’s position; while yet others point to the fact that news from 
foreign sources has succeeded in penetrating the veil of secrecy so 
sedulously worked by the Propaganda Minister, with harmful results to 
his prestige. Whatever the reason, his habitual garrulity has been 
broken by a brilliant flash of silence, which may well possess some 
significance. Some time ago, there were reports that his soul-mate, 
Streicher, had fallen into disgrace on account of the effects of his insane 
campaign upon foreign opinion. The same fate may easily have 
befallen Goebbels himself, at all events for the moment. It is notorious 
that a rivalry has long existed between him and Géring (reputed more 
* moderate”). And one cannot forget that when Hitler left Berlin in 
connection with the infamous June 30 purge, he was shrewd enough 
to take Goebbels along with him. If the arch-propagandist is indeed 
laid on the shelf, no tears will be shed. Next, please! — .

M. LEON DUBSON (Paris) 
A Great Miniature-Painter

Jewish artistic circles in France have suffered a great loss through 
the death, after a long illness, of Leon Dubson, the well-known 
miniature painter. Born in the Ukraine in 1876,-he studied art in 
Odessa and later in Paris. He won special fame as a miniaturist, being 
one of the few outstanding specialists of our time—and, it is believed, 
the only Jew. His miniatures on ivory, including a_ collection 
of portraits of famous musicians, have a colour and atmosphere which 
Stand comparison with the masterpieces of past centuries. 

M. Dubson’s miniatures can be found in many museums, in France 
and abroad. He was a member of the Société des Artistes Francaises, 
with whom he exhibited every year, being twice awarded the gold 
medal. He also received many other medals and first prizes, and his 
works have been exhibited at the Royal Academy in London and in the 
principal towns of the United States.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Isaiah’s Vision of the Future 


“Thus saith the Lord: The heaven is my throne and the earth is 
my footstool: where is the house that ye can build for me, and where 
is the place of my rest? And all these things mine hand hath made, 
and all these thines have been, saith the Lord: but to this man will 
1 look. even to him that is poor and of a contrite spirit and trembleth 
at my word.”—(lsaiah Ixvi, 1-2.) 

The last Chapter of Isaiah is the prophetical reading chosen for the 
Sabbath of the New Moon. It may well serve as a summary of the 
teaching of the great prophet of the exile. Graetz, the Jewish historian, 
pays his tribute to Isaiah in the following terms: “If the perfection 
of a work of art consists in the fact that the thoughts and the language 
are in true harmony with one another, and that the thought itself is 
well and clearly expressed, then the utterances of the Babylonian Isaiah 
form an oratorical work of art without parallel. Here we find richness 
of thought. beautv of form, great power and touching softness, poetic 
fervour, and true simplicity. He showed how a nation could be 
creat but vet small, immortal and yet miserable, a sublime example 
and at the same time enslaved.” No one could comfort the sorrowing 
Judean Community with such sympathy or encourage them with such 
ardour as the prophet of the captivity. But Isaiah's influence transcended 
his mission to his own people. He became, afd has remained, the great 
uplifter of the world’s: ideals, the great comforter of the world’s 
afflictions. He says in an earlier chapter: “I thought I had been 
labouring in vain, spending my strength for nothing. But now the 
Lord hath said: ‘It is too slight a service for you to render me, to 
raise up the tribes of Jacob, and to restore the survivors of Israel. I 
will make of thee a light for the nations, that my salvation may reach 
to the end of the earth.” (Isaiah xlix, 4, 6.) 

Even this did not suffice for Isaiah’s ambitions. He did not so much 
seek to be recognised as a world prophet as to make of the Jewish 
people a world example. Israel is to be the righteous and discerning 
servant in whose hand the pleasure of the Lord shall ultrmately prosper, 
by whose experiences the world shall ultimately attain righteousness. 
This is why the message of Isaiah, intended directly for the uplifting 


of his own people, often takes the form of a much wider appeal and! 


directs the thoughts of his hearers to an ever enlarging vista of aspira- 
tion. Yet never for a moment does he forget the conrection of Israel 
with the future he foresees, the responsibility of his people for its 
accomplishment or for its want of fulfilment. He does not spare the 
sinners in Israel. The most fearful description of their doom alternates 
with the tenderest consolation for the sufferings of the faithful. It is 
the prophet’s task to prepare his people for their calling and their 
destiny, to show them the wondrous opportunity that may be theirs 
in the new redemption which he foresees. With impassioned fervour 
he sets before them the character of the God whom they are called 
to serve. He declares the purpose of their call, the deliverance by 
which Israel shall be in a position to carry out its sacred task. He is 
not satisfied with the narrowness of vision that confines the promises 
of redemption to a restored nationality and a rebuilt Temple. These 
are but means to a far greater end. 
the earth His footstool. To what house built of human hands would 
they seek to confine the Divine influence? 
something far different from their conception of tt. 
infinitely greater and infinitely smaller. 
monopolised by any people or any Temple. Yet it would dwell with 
the poor and simple man of contrite spirit, who trembled at God's 
word and did His bidding. Those who cloak their lives of wickedness 


by conforming to outward forms of sacrifice are not only unworthy ; 
servants; they are polluting sacred offices and are offenders in their | 


very acts of worship. Their falsity is demonstrated every time a real 
call is made on them for service of God and of their fellows. Not 
only do they fail to respond but they show enmity to those who fear 
and serve God. They hate them because of their faith in Him. They 
taunt them with the non-fulfilment of the prophecies of the Divine 
triumph in the world. 

Well, the day is nearer than they think. Even now Zion is in the 
throes of a new birth that shall rejoice those that love her and bring 
confusion to her foes. God Himself is pledged to the fulfilment of 
His word. 
It shall be something more than an ordinary national revival. 
be a world-wide tribute that shall restore outcast Israel. The sufferings 
of the faithful servant will be forgotten, as the fears of a child are 


stayed within its mother’s arms. “As one whom his mother comforteth, 


so will | comfort you and in Jerusalem shall ye be comforted.” The’ 
new restoration shall quickly spread throughout the world in far’ 
lands that have not yet recognised the glory and the salvation Of the 
Lord. There will be a great international movement towards Israel's 
Temple. Here God's people used to bring their offerings “ in a clean 
vessel to the House of the Lord.” Here the nations of the world shall 
bring outcast Israel as their offering to God. They have been martyrs 
for the world. Now they shall be the symbol of the world’s forgiveness. 
The nations that bring such an offering shall themselves become the 
new priests and the Levites of the Lord. For it is a new world that 
God would make, not the old world of selfishness and cruelty, of 
idolatry and faithlessness. In this new world regenerated Israel will 


be assured of a lasting recognition. The Temple itself shall open wide 
its doors.

FURNITURE TRADE 


A Sunday Newspaper and the Refugees 


Mr. Nevitte J. Laski, K.-C. (Spanish and Portuguese), the President 
of the Board of Deputies of British Jews, presided on Sunday over a 
meeting of the Board at Woburn House. 

After moving a vote of congratulation on behalf of the Board to Mr. 
M.E.Waldman, J.P., on the conferment on him of the O.B.E.. Mr. Laskt 
paid tribute to the late Mr. Ernest Lesser, whose death was recorded in 
last weck’s JEWisH Curonicite. Mr. Lesser, he recalled. was a Deputy 
from 1905 to 1937, and took a most active interest in the work of the 
Board. To a selfless and distinguished worker and fo a warm-hearted 
and loyal colleague, they paid that last tribute, and offered to his tamuly 
their sincere sympathy in their irreparable loss. 

The Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary Committee. Mr. A. S. 
DiAMOND (West London), moved the report of the Committee

In addition to this activity of a general kind, the Chairman also reported on 
endeavours made to secure the settlement of disputes mr which Jewursh employers 


are concerned. 

Mr. Diamend said that since the last meeting of the Board, the 
Committee had been very much occupied with matters connected with 
the furniture: trade, They had been in close contact with all the 
bodies interested, including the Ministry ot Labour. At the last 
meeting of the Board, he had pointed out that discussions were then 
proceeding at the Ministry. of Labour between the British Furniture 
Irades Joint Committee and the Unions, and that 1 would be in the 
best interests of the trade and of everybody else if the manufacturers 
not represented at those discussions could take part in them. Those 
manufacturers, in so far as they were organised; were represented by the 
F.M.A. (Furniture Manufacturers’ Association), and he was glad. to 
say that the F.M.A. now were willing to enter those discussions. 
In view of the negotiations which were proceeding, Mr. Turner-Samuels 
had consented to the postponement of a motion on this subsect, of 
which he had given notice. 


The Evil of Cut Prices . 

Mr. THeo, H. (Carditl, Old) asked what stcrs were 
being taken to meet the growing evil of cut prices. 

The PRESIDENT said that this was an evil with which the Community 
would have to grapple. Quite how, he did not know yet. But he was 
most actively pursuing inquiries. 

Mr. M. H. GREENMAN (Lubiner) deplored the attitude of suspicion 
which, -he said, had been created towards the. furniture trade. The 


trade had taken matters up through tts various employers and individual 


retailers and had made serious attempts to put its house in order. 


Mr. LIoneL L. Cowen, K.C. (Barrow-in-Furness). said that most of 


the more serious complaints about cut prices involved also serious 
breaches of contracts. 

In the course of his reply to the discussion, Mr. DIAMOND said that 
he hoped the Board would accept it from him that there were dangers 
in this matter of price-cutting. If they did not, he invited them to see 
the correspondence which he had in connection with this matter. In 
almost all cases retailers did observe their contracts. But there were 
a number of shops which did not, or, still more often, were able by 
devious means to procure those goods which they were able to sell 
at less than the contract price. He would be very grateful, said Mr. 
Diamond, for any suggestion for dealing with this matter. 

With regard to the furniture trade, he had never said that. Jewish 
manutacturers in the furniture trade were solely responsible for the 
trouble. He had not said that conditions in the furniture trade were 
worse than in other trades. But nobody who had investigated con- 
ditions in the furniture trade, so far as he knew, had yet expressed the 
opinion that conditions there were satisfactory. There had recently 
arisen a large body of mass-production manufacturers in the furniture 
trade. Now the vast majority of these mass-production manufacturers 
were Jewish, and in so far as they belonged to any association, they 
belonged to one particular one, distinct from that to which the others 
belonged. They could easily see that disputes between those two 
bodies, and between those two bodies and the Trade Unions. were 
fraught with the greatest possible danger. It was because of those 
conditions that it was absolutely essential, in his opinion, for the 
Community to take some hand in trying to remove those sources of 
danger. 

President's Statement on Defence 


The PRESIDENT made a statement on the work of the Jewish Defence 
Committee. During the last two months, he said, a campaign had 
been run in London, Birmingham, and Leeds for the collection of 
moneys for the Defence Fund. Mr. Horowitz had been appointed 
Hon. Secretary to the Finance Committee and had effectively organised 
meetings which had been addressed by a number of members of the 
Committee. These meetings had proved very successful, and grateful 
thanks were due to those who had assisted to make the campaign a 
success and to the generous donors to the Fund. Trade matters, which 
were becoming more and more an integral feature of their Defence 
Campaign, had occupied a great deal of attention, and thanks were, 
above all, due to the Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary Com- 
mittee for his assiduous and complete devotion to these matters. 


The Committee were collaborating with those who were seeking to 


increase the quota of Jews in the armed forces, both regular and 
auxiliary, and had in contemplation certain steps with regard to the 
co-operation of the Community in the forthcoming appeal for voluntary 
national service. They hoped that there would be throughout the 
Community a spontaneous and concerted effort to secure the fullest 
response. 

It had often been said, continued Mr. Laski, that, unless properly 
handled, the refugee problem could, for a variety of reasons, lend 
support to anti-Semitic attack. The Committee had been in the closest 
touch with the authorities, official and other, upon this problem. 
Chey had associated themselves with a wide distribution of the booklet 
written by Mrs. Buxton on the refugee problem. With the approval 
{ Mr. Schiff and with the voluntary assistance of Mr. Max. Rittenberg, 
o whom Mr. Laski paid a warm tribute, a booklet in German and 
icned to be of assistance to German-Jewth tcl was 
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London Area Council's Work 


Phe London Arca Council was functioning with greai vider 
the ab’e Chairmanship of Mr. Cyril Picciotto, K.C., and the zealous 
devotion of the meetings organiser. Mr. Henry Solomons. — the 
speakers’ classes were functioning satisfactorily, and ten preliminary 
classes und fifteen advanced classes were held between July and 
December of last vear. The advertisements that had appeared in the 
Jewish Press had Jed, among other results, to an increase in the number 
of car drivers who provided voluntary transport for speakers. An 
important aspect of the work of the London Area Council was the 
observation of meetings, held both by themselves and by those hostile 
to the Community | 

Referring to that important branch of the work which wes carried 
out by the Press Officer. Mr. Laski said that this involved a continual 
supply of material and information, the writing of articies, and assist- 
ance for such work. They received a minimum of 209 press-cuttings 
daily. and-they semeitimes reached the alarming total of 500 a day, 
all of which were carefully scrutinised by the Press Officer. Nothing 
calline for attention was allowed to pass unchallenged. It was desired 
to add to the Committee the following gentlemen: Lord Rethschild, 
Professor Brodetsky. Mr. H. Gluckstein, M.P., Col. H. L. 
Nathan, D.L.. M.P.. Mr. Cyril M. Picciotto, K.C., and Mr. Cvril Ross. , 

“You will appreciate.” said Mr. Laski, in conclusion, “ that the 
work of the Defence Committee, by reason of tts very nature, cannot be 
publicised. I can assure you that it ts assiduously carried on from 
day to day with the greatest activity by all concerned. No suggestion 
comes to us which is not given the most careful consideration. We are 
always ready to answer any question which may be directed to us. 
1 would add finally that the Board and its departments exist for the 
purpose of dealing with the Jewish problem and all questions arising 
out of it. It is glad to give any information and assistance that at any 
time may be required on application being made to the Secretary of 
the Board or the Press Officer, as the case may be.” 

Attention was called by a number of Deputies in the course of the 
detyite which followed to the statements made by the writer of an 
article in last week's SUNDAY PicTorIAL headed * Refugees Get Jobs: 
Britons Get Dole.” : 

Mr. L. J. Sottey (Stepney Orthodox), criticising the personnel of 
the Defence Committee, said that they ought to engage professional 
publicity men to handle this big problem from a professional point 
of view. He also @¥ged that they should secure the co-operation of 
Fleet Street. 

Mr. F. M. Lanpavu (Nelson Street Sphardish) said that their thanks 
were due to the Committee responsible for the various publications. 


“ Proper System of Observation ” 


Mr. Barnetr JANNER (Leeds, United) stressed the necessity for 4 
proper system of observation. As members of the Board, they ought 
to see to it that the bodies which they represented supplied a full and 
effective system of observation in every direction. 

Mr. Leo ELton (United Synagogue) said the question they ought 
to ask themselves was “ Who are the people we are. reaching and 
influencing?” and “Are they the people who matter?” At a Jewish 
defence meeting which he attended in Hyde Park, 70 or 80 per cent. of 
the audience was Jewish. He could not see any propaganda value in 
such a meeting. 3 

Mr. P. Horowitz (Dunk Street Beth Hamedrash) said that it had 
been impossible to carry on the work on the basis of the meagre 
funds that had been provided to the Board up to the present moment. 
He agreed that what was essential was to have a properly worked- 
out scheme of publicity to cover all the items of work as part of the 
scheme for which the Committee was responsible. That, he believed, 
would be put into effect. Any scheme of that nature must be all- 
comprehensive if they were to undertake the serious and responsible. 
work which the Defence Committee had mapped out for itself. li 

Mr. M. TURNER-SAMUELS (Newcastle, Old) said he was certain the 
President and all those associated with him in the work were using. 
the best instruments they could obtain. There was an infiltration inta. 
this country of poisonous propaganda from abroad designed to, 
influence the minds of English people in this country. What they had 
to do was so to regulate their propaganda that they only answered 
their critics and their enemies when it became absolutely necessary. 
For the present, he was opposed to the carrying on of a defence 
ney ca at large, as though there was in this country a war against 
the Jews. 

The PRESIDENT said that the Defence Committee could not so 
publicise its functioning as to anticipate all criticism. Mr. Solley 
imagined that they could prevent the SuNDAy PictorIAL or any other 
paper from printing what they pleased. The whole SuNpDAy PICTORIAL 
article, said Mr. Laski, was about as fatuous as it could be in relation 
to the facts. With regard to Mr. Solley’s observations about co-opera- 
tion with Fleet Street, they had a very experienced Press Officer, and 
everybody who came in contact with him recognised his ability and 
assiduity. In a free England, there was no such thing as influencing 
the Press. One could discuss with the Press and hope that as a result 
of the discussion it might see one’s point of view. ‘I have no influence 
with THe JEWISH CHRONICLE,” said Mr. Laski, “so how much 
influence can I have with the non-Jewish Press?” (Laughter.) 
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Mr. Souiiey said that he did not mean to speak of influencing the 
Press, but of co-operating with it. 

Supporting Mr. Janner’s remarks about the need for ebservation, the 
PRESIDENT said they had good information from the Provinces. but 
London supplied a problem of its own and they were Most anxious 
to have a large—if anything an over-large—corps of observers. Deal- 
ing with Mr. Elton’s remarks, Mr. Laski said that so far as meetings 
and personal contacts were concerned there were few parts of the 
country and few sections of society with whom they had not constant 
and immediate contact. He did not agree with Mr. Turner-Samuels 
when he suggested that there was no anti-Semitism in this country. As 
the result of the. historical events of the last six years, people had 
become Jew-conscious in this country, and it was part of the duty of 
the Defence Committee to deal with those questions and supply truthful 
answers. In connection with the pamphlets, Mr. Laski said that a very 
high tribute should be paid to Mr. Harry Samuels, the Chairman of 
the Pamphlets Commitice, for his work. The Board, however, did want 
greater co-operation trom the Community in the distribution of these 
pamphlets to get them into the hands of non-Jews. 

The report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee was adopted. 


Palestine Conference—and the 10,000 Children 


The report of the Palestine Committee was formally moved by 
its Chairman, Dr. (Great), and the recommendation 
therein relating to the appointment of Dr. Feldman in connection with 
the round-table conference on Palestine (which was carried) was moved 
by the President. 

The Committee, states the report, at its meeting on January 9, received a 
report trom the deputation which met the Colonial Secretary on December 23, 
1938, and which consisted of Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C. (President), Dr. Israel 


Feldman (Vice-President), Mr. P.. Horowitz, and Professor Samson Wright, 
accompanied by the Secretary. 


The Committee took note of an invitation from the Executive of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine to the Board to nominate a representative on a Commitice 
proposed to be set up m connection with the anticipated discussions with the 
Government on Palestine policy. The Committee recommends that the invitation 
be accepted and that Dr. Israel Feldman be appointed the representative of the 
Board for the purpose in question. 

Dr. Feldman, after expressing thanks for his appointment, dealt with 
the deputation which called upon the Colonial Secretary. All of them 
had been unanimous in emphasising that their approach to the request 
that 10,000 children should be allowed to enter homes ready for them 
in Palestine was based on humanitarian grounds. The Colonial Secre- 
tary told them that while he.was very deeply moved by the tragedy 
which faced Jewry and by the tmability to accept their request, he 
was frank in telling them that the motive obviously in that refusal 
was not humanitarian but political. There was, said Dr. Feldman, a 
saving clause, and that was that they felt that the Government 
decision was not final and that as soon as the Government, felt that 
politically they were freer than they were at that moment they would 
endeavour to implement the humanitarian motives that prompted 
them all, including the Government. They could there only express 
a prayer that conditions might so arrange themselves that the Govern- 
ment, without undue delay, would find themselves in a posifion to 
alter their decision. 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. Leonarp G. Monrteriore, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), 
presented the report of the Jomt Foreign Committee. 


Newspaper’s Unfounded Statements 

Mr. Montefiore discussed the statements appearing in the SUNDAY 
PICTORIAL article, referred to above. The statement, he declared, that 
refugees could obtain British citizenship “ through any of the numerous 
organisations " was completely devoid of any foundation whatever. 
There was only one source by which British naturalisation could be 
obtained and that was the Home Office, and tt could only be obtained 
after five years’ residence, and then after very exhaustive and careful 
inivestigations by the naturalisation department at Scotland Yard. It 
was now nearly six years after the advent of the Hitler regime. But 
the number of naturalisations of German-Jewish refugees was exceed- 
ingly limited—it was more likely a matter of tens than of hundreds— 
perhaps fifty, if as many. 

As regards the other statement in the article that there were many 
aliens in employment at £3 a week, of which half came from Woburn 
House, that, said Mr. Montefiore, was equally devoid of any foundation 
whatever. 


No alien could obtain a salaried post in this country without a 


- permit from the Ministry of Labour, and that permit was not granted 


unless the employer could prove to the satisfaction of the Ministry 
that every search had been made for British labour and that that 
search had been made in vain. 


So far as the employment of domestic servants was concerned, Mr. 
Montefiore said he was under the impression that these people had 
supplied a very much felt need. Moreover, these refugees entering 
démestic service were paid what many people thought a rather high 
rite of wages, namely, £1 a week, and they were not all what he should 
call very first-class. It was quite clear that unless there was a really 
great need for domestic servants these people would not be cmployed 
Of the scale that they had been. 


Criticism of Woburn House 


‘There had recently, said Mr. Montefiore, been some criticism in the 
Press of work done at Woburn House on behaif of refugees. Up toa 
comparatively short time ago he had been an active member of the 
Refugee Committee, and he would like to say a few words on the 
subject, especially as in the future the Jewish Refugee Committee, 
by being linked more closely to other organisations outside their own 
Community, would lose something of its individual character. 
Administration of relief was only a very small part of the work at 
Woburn House. The worker at Woburn House was expected to possess 
ericyclopedic knowledge. He had to know what opportunities for 
employment existed in every conceivable trade, industry, and profession 
in Great Britain. He was expected to be acquainted with the immigra- 
tion laws governing entry to every country in the world, and the 
economic conditions of that country. He was expected to give advice 
on education and on the marriage laws. He was expected to be an 


impartial judge and arbiter in-disputes between refugees. He was 
expected to be invariably courteous, patient, attentive, conscious all the 
time that, as minutes slipped by: in listening, the queue of people 
waiting for the next interview was always growing. It was an old 
story that a prophet was not without honour save in his own 
country. Therefore a letter from a refugee printed recently in THe 
Jewtsu CHRONICLE saying that he had been received everywhere with 
kindness save at Woburn House caused him no particular astonishment. 

There was a risk that those who had been connected with any 
organisation became blind to its imperfections. He realised that he was 
exposed to that danger. He realised also that as a result of events, 
their machinery, their space, and their stafi proved imadequate. The 
deficiencies were, he trusted, on the way to being remedied. A new 
chapier was opening, with work on a larger scale and with the 
advantage of new men and other minds being brought in to assist. 

In the course of the discussion, Mr. P. D. J. Drutre (Inter-University 
Jewish Federation) referred to the Nazi “ New Deal,” which he also 
described as Dr. Goebbels’s “ Higher Dispensaition “—the new method 
whereby the Nazt Government said they were willing to allow the 
unfortunate refugees to leave the country. The Jewish Community, he 
urged, ought to say that they refused to play the part of Faust to 
the German Mephistopheles. 

The report was adopted.

MISMANAGED RECEPTION OF REFUGEE CHILDREN 


Last Friday, by request, I and some others went to Liverpool Street 
Station to assist a party. of some 100 children who were due to arrive 
from Vienna at 3 o'clock. When we got there, we found a large 
number of helpers, but more or less chaos. About fifty ol the children 
had arrived by an earlier train. It was decided that the children to 
come should be taken into the public waiting-room to be sorted out 
and handed to their foster-parents. Upon their arrival, the children, 
tired out after two days’ travelling, were gathered into this warting- 
room. outside which stood a crowd of foster-parents and onlookers. 
It was over an hour and a half before the general public could be 
readmitted to the waiting-room. These arrangements seemed highly 
undesirable. I venture to suggest that use should be made of the 
services of those who have had experience in this kind of work, e.g.. 
Habonim and the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. Secondly, the handing of the 
children over to their foster-parents should not be done in semi- 
public. They should be taken straight to some private place such as 
Camperdown House (a few minutes’ walk from Liverpool Street 
Station), where they could rest unul handed over to their foster- 
parents.—Mkr. S. W. D. Rowson, 27, Teignmouth Road, N.W.2.

GERMAN JEWRY IN TERROR 


New Persecutions Feared 


The extreme danger in which the Jews of Germany stand at present 
was clearly revealed last week following “incidents” in Holland, where, 
so the Nazis alleged without a shred of proof, Jews had shot into the 
German Legation and German Consulates. 

An official statement published in the Dutch Press says that no shots 
were fired at the German Legation proper at The Hague, but only 
at an adjacent building, part of which was used by the Legation and 
which -could not be distinguished from the outside. Nobody was in 
that part of the house when the shots were fired, and in any case 
nobody could have been hurt because the shots went through the top 
of the window, some twelve feet above the street level. In the case 
of incidents at Amsterdam and Rotterdam, no bullets had been found. 
and it 1s suggested that the holes may have been made by stones from 
boys’ catapults. 

Many other people in The Hague have now discovered little bullet- 
holes in their windows and have notified the police about them, and 
a boy caught by the police in possession of an airgun had it confiscated. 

Nevertheless, without waiting for an explanation, the German 
Minister at The Hague lodged a protest with the Dutch Government, 
and the Nazi Press, as if at a word of command, launched a savage 
attack on both the Jews and the Dutch Government, which, 1 
blustered, was jeopardising its neutrality by its indulgence towards its 
Jews and Jewish immigrants. The VoeLKISCHER BeoBacuTer declared 
that the Dutch must be clear about the fact that the shots of what 
it calls the “ Jewish criminal world ” upon German diplomatists strike 
the whole German people, who wish to live in peace and friendship 
with them. 

The BoerRSEN-ZEITUNG told the Dutch Government to take imme- 
diate action not only to prevent further attacks upon German 
diplomatists but also to stop what it describes as the “ Jewish agitation © 
once and for all. If Holland did not do so she would bear 
responsibility for everything that might happen. 

Coupled with this attempt to manufacture a new ™ 
tion " were more threats of anti-Jewish violence by leading Nazis. Dr. 
Rosenberg, speaking in Detmold, said that the Jewish question would 
be solved for Germany only after the last Jew had left the country. 
Dr. Frick, the Minister of the Interior, speaking in Lemgo, said: 
“Even if the international Jewish Press carries on its incitement against 
us on a large scale, nothing will induce us to deviate from our realisa- 
tion that this parasite of the German people must be exterminated. 
We shall put this realisation into practice with deliberation and to 
the very end. The question will be solved in the shortest time.” 

Young Nazis in Munich, Dresden, Brunswick, Leipzig, and 


“Hamburg organised torchlight processions and carried placards 
‘inscribed: “Death to the Jews who are shooting our diplomats 
abroad.” 


As a result of such outbursts, there has been a sudden renewal 
of panic among Jews in Germany, and the crowds of Jews at foreign 
Consulates, which had fallen off somewhat in recent weeks, have again 


resumed formidable proportions. 


GERMANY AND AMERICAN SUBJECTS 


U.S.A. Reiterates Demands for 
Equal Treatment 


The German Foreign Office last week published its answer to a 
recent Note from the United States Government requesting assurances 
‘that no discrimination should be made against American citizens in 
Germany on grounds of race or religion. 

The German reply declared that the United States Government was 
entitled to lay down certain principles to govern measures taken within 
the United States, but that it was questionable whether those principles 
were binding on other Governments within their own territories. There 
existed no general principle in international law under which a State 
was bound to protect foreign nationals living within its boundaries 
from discriminatory treatment by reason of race, religion, or other 
peculiarities. 

In no case, claimed the Nazis, had anyone been discriminated against 
by reason of his foreign nationality, but only when the foreign national 
had fallen within the same category as German nationals who had 
been subjected to the same treatment. Rights to which American 
citizens were entitled by international agreement had naturally been 
respected, and German officials had, where possible, given preferential 
treatment to foreign nationals as far as the law allowed. 


‘» The U.S. Government has now issued a rejoinder noting the German 


‘assurance of willingness to observe the treaty rights of American 


‘mationals, but declining to recognise the right of other nations to apply 


to American citizens measures which would have the effect of 
arbitrarily dividing them into special classes and subjecting them to 
differential treatment. 
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the Jews. Unfortunately, the German people will not get to know of 
these facts, for they were published only in the official journal 
mentioned, and the German newspapers are not allowed to reprint 
them. 


An interview with Mr. E. Robinson, described as a “ high British 
police officer in India and Inspector-General of Police for the four 
British provinces in India, with his seat of office in Lucknow,” appears 
in this week's SCHWARZE Korps. Mr. Robinson is said to have visited 
Berlin recently to study German methods, and he is quoted as saying: 
“| was greatly astonished at the enormous percentage of Jews in 
crime. I have seen the *‘ Wandering Jew’ exhibition, but failed to 
note any reference to this fact, although it is of no little importance 
in judging the Jewish question.” To Mr. Robinson, also, the above 
Nazi statistics of “ Jewish crime” may be heartily commended. The 
SCHWARZE Korps article does not state whether any concentration 
camps were visited. According to the paper, Mr. Robinson said that 
“the fight, which my German comrades are conducting, is against 
the same. enemy—against all elements endangering the order and 
authority of the State and the life of the community.” 


1,000 DANZIG JEWS MAY BE DEPORTED 
NEXT WEEK 


Shipped to Unknown Destination 
NAZI THREATS AND LEAGUE INACTION 


Despite all attempts at concealment, it has become known that on 
January 27 the Danzig Nazis plan to expel a first batch of Jews, 
numbering about 1,000. 

According to Nazi plans, all these unfortunates will be taken to 
East Prussia, where they will be placed on German trains and sent 
across Germany to Italy in sealed coaches. They will then be placed 
on board a Greek ship, which has already been chartered to take them 
to a place where they are likely to find new homes. 

But Jewish representatives in Danzig have so far been unable to 
find such homes, and the expelled Jews may be forced to crutse about 
indefinitely until they are allowed to land somewhere. 

The original Nazi promise that they would allow the Jews to take 
out some of their money provided they “ agreed” to mass expulsion 
has now been withdrawn after the Jews had been forced to express 
that “agreement” at a general meeting held last December in the 
Danzig Synagogue, The Jews are now told that the money they possess 
in blocked accounts in the banks will have to be spent on the expulsion 
plan and the payments connected with it. The Jewish Community has 
been offered 1,000,000 Danzig guiden (about £40,000) for tts entire 
property, which if worth millions, and this fraction of their wealth 
will be used, so it is reported, to pay for the transport of the deportees. 

Meanwhile, the Nazis are allowed to buy Jewish property at about 
one-tenth. of its nominal value, the purchase-price being paid into the 
banks. At Zoppot, the Jewish Community was forced to sell the 
Nazis its property, including the old Synagogue, which the Nazis 
had set fire to, for 16,000 gulden. A larger offer made by a Polish 
organisation, which wanted the site for a church, had to be turned 
down because the Nazis insisted oh their prior claim. 

The League of Nations High Commissioner, Dr. Burkhardt, who was 
informed of the Nazis: plans, has not yet intervened. He ts said to 
have the intention of resigning. 

The only hope ts that the League Council, the guarantors of the Free 
City’s statute, will make a definite stand. The League Committee ot 
Three (Great Britain, France, and Sweden), charged with keeping a 


watch on events in Danzig, is to meet to decide whether the subject ° 


of the Free City ts to be brought before the Council. 

Any action of the League, THe Times considers, may be influenced 
by the fact that_of late Poland, as the chief interested Power, has 
shown a dispotion to deal directly with Germany on all matters 
affecting the Free City. In any case, the Council will have before 
it the protest of the World Jewish Congress against the treatment of 
Danzig Jews. 


LETTING THINGS SLIDE 


British Government’s Attitude 
[From our League Correspondent—GENEVA] 


‘It is reported that Germany and Poland have agreed that the post 
ot High Commissioner in Danzig should be retained for the moment, 
the reason being that the two countries are at present negotiating on 
the question of placing their relationships on a broader basis and do 
not desire either a change in the position, or any international discussion 
regarding Danzig pending the completion of the negotiations. 

On the other hand, France, and particularly Great Britain, though 
not seeming to desire the actual liquidation ef the League regime in 
Danzig, appear to be prepared to let it simply fade away and avoid 
as far as possible taking any action in the matter. 

I have been told of very considerable differences of opinion between 
the British and Swedish delegates at the Committee of Three dis- 
cussions. The Swedes, whose views in the matter are certainly shared 
by the Scandinavian and Baltic countries, maintained that if the 
League does nothing for the protection of the Constitution of the 
Free City, it is absurd to keep in Danzig a permanent witness of 
the violations of that Constitution. Consequently, Herr Sandler 
recommended the withdrawal of the High Commissioner and the com- 
plete suppression of the League Statute in Danzig.’ However, it 
is believed that the British desire to let things slide for the moment 

and to avoid any change will prevail. 


The Jewish Club in Danzig, as well as the Zionist Federation and the 
New Zionist Organisation, have been dissolved by the authorities. 
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DUCE DID NOT DISCUSS ABYSSINIA 


‘*No Concrete Plan at Hand” 


The Abyssinia mystery deepens, Despite the report that the Duce 
was to submit a settlement plan to Mr. Chamberlain, it is now stated 
in Rome Circles that at no time during the talks was Abyssinia under 
discussion as a possible place for Jewish settlement. Perhaps the Duce 
was merely indulging in the ancient diplomatic pastime of kite-flying. 

The Rome Correspondent of the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG denies in 
vague terms that Mussolini has agreed to any concrete plan for the 
solution of the Jewish problem which could have been the subject of 
discussion between him and Mr. Chamberlain. “It is now manifest 
that the international aspect of the Jewish problem was discussed,” the 
correspondent writes, “ but a usable or concrete plan ts not at hand 
and it is not understood for what reason the American, as well as a 
part of the British Press, has attached so much importance and un- 
founded optimism to the discussion, Obviously it was believed in New 
York that Mussolini would place part of Abyssinia at the disposal of 
the Jews. Apparently it was forgotten that there is much more room 
for the Jews in South America.” 

The reported Abyssinia plan has meanwhile been denounced in 
the strongest terms by the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig, of the Executive of 
the World Jewish Congress, who described it as an “ affront to civilisa- 
tion.” The Jews. he said, had also been offered a “rat trap” in 
Somaliland. “For this, Jewry in lands of freedom will be asked to 
raise hundreds of millions of money to develop a territory which it 
is beyond the powers of the cracking fabric of Italian credit to exploit. 
We shall not help to deprive France of Jibuti under the guise of a 
humanitarian enterprise, and we are confident that the British Govern- 
ment will not be deceived into surrendering British. territory in 
Somaliland to facilitate it.” 

[A criticism of Mr. Perlzweig’s statement as “ improper and ill-judged,” made 
by Mr. Nathan Laski, President of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, 
appears under Provincial News on page 37.] 

Mr. F. Beaufort-Palmer, Hon. Secretary of the Abyssinia. Associa- 
tion of London, in a letter in the British Press outlines “ grave 
objections ” to Jewish settlement in Abyssinia. “Any part of Abyssinia 
which Italy. may control has come into her possession,” he declares, 
“as the result of an act of aggression, one of the first results of which 
has been to institute a colour bar, itself an act of racial discrimination. 
Secondly, the Jewish problem has arisen in its present acute form in 
Europe owing to Germany's deliberate policy of racial discrimination. 
This has recently been copied, in its early stages, by the Italian Govern- 
ment. Thirdly, as I understand it, the settlers in Abyssinia would be 
given sufficient for their sustenance, but any profit accruing from their 
work would belong to the Italian Government; in short, should the 
land be made productive through the Jewish genius for colonisation, 
the settlers might be dispossessed and, indeed, again become refugees. 
Finally, in view of the few Italian settlers, as distinct from soldiers, 
labourers, or traders, now in Abyssinia, one cannot but feel that any 
offer of territory for Jewish settlement can only be made for two 
reasons—that the Italians consider the land valueless or that they 
think it dangerous.” 


THE POPE AND MR. CHAMBERLAIN 
Concern Over the Racial Question 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that the Pope, in the audience 
he gave to Mr. Chamberlain last week during the Rome visit, expressed 
his views on the racial question in much more definite terpis than 
earlier reports had indicated, and that Cardinal Pacelli, the Papal 
Secretary of State, did likewise. The Pope is said to have declared 
that he considered the matter of the greatest importance. 

The Pope's action is likely to arouse fresh disapproval on the part 
of Julius Streicher, who, in the current issue of the SrUERMER, denounces 
him as a Jew-friend. “It is clear, from the fact that the Pope, his 
bishops, and his priests make themselves the Jews’ advocates,” 
Streicher writes, “ that the dignitaries of the Papal Church have been 
blinded by God. And God intends to destroy those whom he 
blinds.” - 

Signora Filzi, the mother of two “ martyrs ” who'lost their lives for 
the Fascist cause, has returned to the Government a gold medal she 
had received from it, explaining that as a Jewess she can no Jonger 
retain it in the face of the new anti-Jewish policy. 


The Daity Heratp reports that Professor Enrico Fermi, the physicist 
and Nobel Prizewinner, who is described as being a Jew, has left Italy 
to settle in America. . 

[he Musical Society of Italy and the Italian Royal Geographical Society 
have excluded all their Jewish members. i 

When a group of young Fascists paraded in the streets of Milan recent y 
shouting anti-Jewish slogans and urging the people to bovcott the Jews!

objection to the conduct of the Jew-baiters. The Fascists, arrogantly, 
Started attacking their opponents, but the infuriated Italian workers stood 
their ground and drove off the hooligans after giving them a_ sound

MANCHUKUO : JEWISH LEADER DENIES 
PERSECUTION REPORTS 


Professor Abraham Kaufman, President of the National Jewish 
Council in Harbin, Manchukuo, has sent a telegram to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency denying recent reports of anti-Semitic activities 
by the Japanese authorities in Manchukuo and North China. The 
telegram declares that the local Jews are not oppressed, and enjoy 
equal rights and treatment. The attitude of the authorities was 
described as “ most benevolent.” 

(The reports referred to by the telegram stated that Japan had barred 
Jewish immigration into North China and Manchukuo, and that 
pogroms and arrests of many Russian Jews had occurred in Dairer®] 
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PGLISH ANTI-SEMITISM AN 
ARTHEFICIAL MOVEMENT 


Labour Writer Notes Poor Response 


An instructive light on the hostile attitude of the Polish working 
class to anti-Semitism is thrown in an article published in ROBOTNIK. 
the Polish Labour paper. The writer is Dr. Adam Prochnik. an ex- 
Minister and a newly-elected member to the Warsaw Municipal Council. 
The article has already been widely commented on. 

Although, Dr. Prochnik begins, they must admit that anti-Semitism 
was growing, it should be made clear that it was still not deeply- 
rooted. There was more smoke than fire. There was much anti-Jewish 
shouting, but it came from the mouths of few. The Polish working 
class did not join tn it, and Kept away from the anti-Jewish drive. 

Dr. Prochnik instances the recent municipal elections (in which the 
Jew-baiters were heavily defeated) as showing that the Polish masses 
were not anti-Semitic. “Ii we reduce anti-Semitism to its proper 
dimensions,” he comments, “ we must state that the majority of the 
Polish people has fortunately been able to safeguard itself against 
this evil. This does not mean,” he adds, “ that the anti-Jewish drive 
has not won many new adherents, or that its force ts not great and 
dangerous. There are many who think that Poland will be happy ‘if 
only the Jews were turned out.” Yet there afte many more, says 
Dr. Prochnik, who regard anti-Semitism as a mere maneeuvre, and 
this is also true of many of those who proless to have joined the 
anti-Semites. Dr. Prochnik thinks that even the “ Ozon,” the Govern- 
ment Unity Group, has adopted anti-Semitism only for political reasons, 
and that in reality the anti-Jewish drive ts obnoxious to many of its 
members, who realise the evils this drive is bringing to the country 
as well as to the Jews. 

‘Anti-Semitism in these circumstances ts artificial,” he concludes, 
“It is not a powerful movement, it does not come trom the inner 
conviction of its followers.” And as only movements coming from

JEWS MUST NOT COMPLAIN 
Polish Premier’s Dictuin 


General Slawoj-Skladkowski, the Polish Prime Minister, reterred 
twice to the Jewish question in the Seym last week. 

Replying to Depty Minzberg, the Prime Mintster denied that the 
position of the Jews in Poland was bad, and invited the Jewish 
Deputies to cease their criticism of the Government and to co-operate 
with them in the solution of the Jewish problem in a ~ peaceful and 
humane way. 

Replying to Dr. Emil Sommerstein, he announced that the Zbonszynh 
deportee camp would soon be liquidated. Half of the deportees had 
already left, and the other half would soon leave. He renewed his 
invitation to the Jewish Deputies to stop protesting and to co-operate 
with the Government. 

Dr. Sommerstein, in his speech, said that it was baseless to claim 
that the Jews wished to sabotage emigration. The Jews were merely 
against an artificial and politically-stimulated emigration. “Let Poland 
remain faithful to the spirit of her Constitution,” he declared, “and let 
her try to unite the minorities with the Polish people.”

Nazi Pressure Resented 


The Hungarian Government cannot boast that its new anti-Jewish 

Bill, which seeks to restrict Jews in economic and cultural life, is 
meeting with wide support in the country. Although there exists little 
doubt that Dr. Imredy, the Premier, with the backing of the Govern- 
ments of Berlin and Rome, will be able to enact the Bill, he has to 
face the opposition to it of many of the elder statesmen and a large 
section of the population. Some sixty Deputies, led by Count Bethlen, 
the ex-Premier, have now formed a Parliamentary group to oppose 
the measure. Another strong opponent of the Bill is the noted states- 
man Count Apponyi. In an article in the MAGYAR Nemzerti, headed 
“Where are you leading the Hungarian people ?” he says that he 
is ashamed to witness in his old age the introduction of medieval 
measures against the Jews. Count Esterhazy and Deputy Dr. Tibor 
Eckhard, the leader of the Farmers’ Party, are also opposed to the 
Bill and to the pressure put on Hungary by the Nazis and Fascists to 
persecute the Jews. Stormy scenes have already taken place in Parlia- 
ment, and it is rumoured that Dr. Imredy is considering holding new 
elections. 
In the country generally, the peasants, workers, and the intellectuals 
consider Dr. Imredy’s imitation of the methods of Nazi Germany to 
be a mad adventure. They argue that the Jew-law already in opera- 
tion has created economic difficulties, and they expect that the new 
anti-Jewish Bill will make matters still worse, and will also alienate 
from Hungary the sympathy of the great democracies. As for Dr. 
imredy’s hopes that Berlin and Rome will soon permit him to occupy 
Rumanian and Yugoslav territory which before the War belonged to 
Hungary, they regard them only as the fantastic dreams of a pro-Nazi 
enthusiast. 

A solemn protest against the Bill was made last week at a special 
meeting of delegates representing all Budapest Synagogues and Jewish 
institutions. Dr. Ludwig Lang, a Jewish member of the Hungarian 
Upper House, urged that the new Bill be rejected as contrary to 
Hungarian national interests. The ousjing of Jews from economic 
life was an experiment, he said, which might have a disastrous effect 
on the general interests of the country.

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RUMANIA PUTS ON THE SCREW 


How Jews are Forced to Emigrate 


Notices by the Rumanian Minister of Finance depriving Jewish inn- 
keepers in various parts of the country of their licences to sell alcoholic 
drinks are now appearing daily in the Monrrorut Oricrac, the Official 
Gazette. The majority of those affected are Rumankan citizens. The 
anti-Semitic Press expresses satisfaction with these measures, but 
demands that Jewish owners of cinemas and chemists’ shops should 
also be deprived of their licences. | 

It is officially announced that al! Jewish lawyers in Bucharest must 
submit proof of their Rumanian citizenship by February 1. Those 
who fail to submit the necessary documentary proof will be deprived 
of their right to exercise their profession. 

Thousands of Jews who have been deprived of their livelihoods 
during the past few months are besieging Consulates, travelling agencies, 
and information bureaux and inquiring into the possibilities of emigra- 
tion even to the remotest overseas countries. A Jewish Colonisation 
Committee, under the leadership of the Jewish banker, Mr. Aristide 
Blank, is studying numerous settlement plans, but one to settle between 
8,000 and 9,000 Rumanian Jews annually in Palestine is regarded as 
the most hopeful. 

A delegation of the Zionist Organisation of Rumania, consisting of 
Chief’ Rabbi Dr. Niemirower, Dr. Kotik (Vice-President of the 
Rumanian Zionist Executive), and M. Weissmann (an ex-Deputy), last 
week visited M. Gafencu, the Foreign Minister, who expressed his 
desire for co-operation between Rumania and Poland in solving the 
problem of Jewish emigration to Palestine. M. Gafencu said that 
his recent broadcast on the Jewish problem had been misinterpreted 
in some quarters, especially in so far as a distinction had been drawn 
between the attitude of the Government to the Jews and other 
minorities. Apart from the problem of emigration, which was of a 
specific character, M. Gafencu added paradoxically, the Jews would be 
treated in the same way as other minorities.

Shrinkage in German Trade 
The FinaNnciaL News reports the tightening of the boycott of German 


“The spontaneous boycott which the Germans brought upon themselves 
by their behaviour is increasing in intensity.’ the paper declares. “ The 
volume of German toys imported for Christmas trade was much smaller 
than last year, and most dealers find it difficult to sell them to the public. 
The movement is much stronger in the United States, where many shops 
attract customers by the display of notices “We do not keep German 
goods!’ 

“It is probable that the German authorities will seek to overcome the 
boycott by increasing the subsidies granted to exporters, so as to be able 
to sell German goods at temptingly cheap prices.” it continues. “ The 
losses thus incurred will wipe out in the long run the profit made through 
the expropriation of Jewish property. 

“Should reports about an impending confiscation of the property of the 
Roman Catholic and Protestant Churches prove correct, the result would 
be an intensification of the boycott, necessitating a further increase of the 
subsidies paid to exporters.”

THE LONDON CONFERENCES 
The Mufti’s Fantastic Demands 
DELEGATES FROM ILLEGAL HIGHER COMMITTEE 


It is reported from Beyrout that the following delegates have been 
selected to represent Palestine Arabs at the London Conferences: 
Musa Effendi el Alami, Jamal Bey el Husseini, Auni Bey Abdul Hadi, 
Dr. Hussein Fakhri el Khalidi, Alfred Effendi Roch, and Mr. George 
Antonius. The following were selected as advisers: Fuad Effendi 
Saba. Yacoub Effendi Ghussein, and Dr. Izzat Tannous. 

The selection was made as a result of conferences between the 
Mufti and the recently-freed Seychelles deportees. With one excep- 
tion, the names given are those of members of the former Arab Higher 
Committee which was declared illegal. There are no members of the 
National Defence (Nashashibi) Party among them, and the most 
extravagant claims have been put forward on their behalf. A state- 
ment was issued by the deportees in Cairo as to conditions of their 
atfendance at the conferences, as follows: There should be no invita- 
tion to the Arab opposition party; an official declaration by the British 
Government stating that its commitment under the Balfour Declaration 
has already been fulfilled: the total stoppage of Jewtsh immigration; 
the creation of an Arab State with a Jewish minority: a treaty alliance 
with Great Britain. 

The Mufti categorically rejects any union of Palestine with Trans- 
jordan. It is further demanded that any counter proposals that may 


be made by Great Britain must be first submitted for the approval of . 


the Mufti. 

‘It is learned from an authoritative source that these decisions were 
reached by the Arabs before the arrival of Nuri Pasha Said, Foreign 
Minister of Iraq, who is due in Cairo, although he had telegraphically 
demanded that no decision should be taken without him. 

The first meeting of the Arab delegates was held in Cairo on 
Tuesday, under the Chairmanship of Mahmoud Pasha, the Egyptian 
Prime Minister. 

Fakhri Bey Nashashibi told a representative of the DaILy TELEGRAPH 
that the choice of Arab delegates could not be regarded as final, as 
far as the Palestine Arabs as a whole were concerned. Fakhri Bey 
pointed out that the Arab National Defence Party, of which he is 
acting leader, includes at least half the Arabs in the country, and is 
not represented at all. 

Anwar Nashashibi, the Arab barrister, wrote to the PALESTINE Post 
on Monday that the Government seems satisfied with a deputation 
of the Arab Higher Committee, although Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, 
the Colonial and Dominions Secretary, intended that all Arabs should 
be properly represented. He maintained that the delegates should 
be elected by secret ballot. 

Taufiq Pasha Abul Huda, Chief Minister to the Government of 
Transjordan, and Nejib Bey Alamahdin arrived in London on Friday 
last. They were met at Victoria Station by Mr. MacDonald and Sir 
Cosmo Parkinson, Permanent Under-Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. Taufiq Pasha will represent Transjordan at the conferences. 

Nejib Bey will act as Secretary to the Chief Minister. In Trans- 
jordan Nejib Bey is Inspector of Education. He was educated at 
Cambridge University. 

The Iraqi representative is to be Seyyid Taufiq es Suwaidi, who 
was Minister for Foreign Affairs in the last Cabinet. He is considered 
to be a moderate. 


Mr. Douglas Harris, Commissioner on Special Duty and a member 
of the Executive Council of the Palestine Government, is in London 
for three months’ leave. It is reported that he will attend the forth- 
coming discussions in London on Palestine. 


ARAB KINGDOMS NOT INTRANSIGENT? 


Difference of Opinion Between Colonial 
and War Offices is 


QUESTIONS WHICH MUST BE ANSWERED 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent] 


By permission of the British and French Governments, the Mufti 
of Jerusalem has been suffered, and even encouraged, to nominate 
a number of his former lieutenants as delegates to the coming Palestine 
conferences in London, the date of which remains uncertain. His 
nominees, eight in number, are, with one or two exceptions, attending 
the preliminary inter-Arab conference in Cairo, over which the 
Egyptian premier, Mahmoud Pasha, has been presiding in person. 

The representatives of the Arab Higher Committee, acting on the 
Mutfti’s instructions, have been seeking to impose on their colleagues 
from the independent Arab States, in advance of the London con- 
ferences, the adoption of an extreme and rigid attitude, the effect of 
which could only be to wreck the conference, by practically ruling 
out any negotiation with either Great Britain or the Jewish people. It 
is understood that the British Government, alive to this danger, has

head, and requested Mahmoud Pasha to avert such a calamity by the 
exercise of his tact and skill as a negotiator. The Egyptian Premier 
would seem to have responded to. this appeal from London, and it 
is believed that most, at any rate, of the delegates from the Arab 
kingdoms would be reluctant to commit themselves beforehand to an 
intransigent standpoint. 

But curiously enough, and most unfortunately, the Mufti's nominees 
are alone at Cairo to represent the Palestinian Arabs; they may even 
monopolise the latter’s representation in London—a false, unfair, and 
incredible position which not only the Arab kingdoms and Egypt but 
Great Britain may well come to deplore. What has happened to the 
Nashashibis and the National Defence Party, to which something like 
half the Palestinian Arab population is attached? But for the terror 
inaugurated by the Arab Higher Committee, probably two-thirds of tie 
Arabs would pronounce their adherence to the Defence Party. 

Only the other day the loyalty of these Arab Moderates in seconding 
the British military endeavours to restore law and order in the Holy 
Land was praised by General O'Connor, and Mr. MacDonald himself 
has declared that the views of the Palestinian Arabs should be fully, 
represented. The War Office, it is no secret, was anxious that the voice 
uf the great Nashashibi clan should be heard at the London conference, 
but. of course, the invitations would have to be issued by the Colonial 
Office. Is the latter department, not for the first time, at loggerheads 
with the soldiers in its deference to the turbulent Mufti and the 
terrorists? It is incredible that Mr. MacDonald would actually be 
willing to see the just claims of the Arab Moderates—the majority 
of the Palestine Arab population—brushed aside because the Mufti 
has indicated that his own nominees would leave the conference if 
the Nashashibis were allowed to attend it. 

The disturbing doubts on this question will have to be answered, 
for they are being expressed throughout diplomatic circles and by 
everyone who has the cause of Middle Eastern peace at heart. 

rhere is no reason why the Mufti should be allowed to import Nazi 
methods of “exclusion” into a British Mandated area.

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DEATH-ROLL, STILL MOUNTING 
Six More Jewish Victims 
ARABS SEEK SHELTER WITH JEWS 


Shots were fired at a bus travelling on Mount Carmel, Haifa, last 
week, killing Mrs. Rachel David, aged thirty-six, of Naharia, and 
slightly wounding two other Jewish passengers. Joshua Kahanowitz, 
aged twenty-five, a special constable, was shot dead, and Pesach 
Raffaelowitz, aged thirty-two, was seriously wounded while on duty 
in Haifa. They were approached by two Arabs, who fired at them 
and then fled. An Arab constable who was near by grabbed the 
revolver of one of the victims and fired at the assailants. Following 
the outrage, night-time curfew was reimposed in Haifa. 

A twenty-four-hours’ curfew, from 10 a.m, was proclaimed in the 
Old City of Jerusalem on Friday. The curfew, which excluded the 
Jewish and Armenian quarters, was imposed owing to a strike of 
Arab shopkeepers who protested against the execution of Arabs 
sentenced to death by Military Courts. 

Shlomo Mizrachi, aged forty, a pedlar, was shot dead in Tiberias 
on Friday afternoon. Mizrachi was born in Palestine. Jewish shep- 
herds, accompanied by notrim, fought an engagement with brigands 
j near Ktar Giladi, inflicting casualties on them. Jacob Cohen, aged

day. Apparently they were shot dead during the night while on duty.

Federation Instead of Centralisation ? 


FATE OF TREATY WITH FRANCE 


Effects of Change on Palestine 


[From our League Correspondent—GENEVA] 


It is now two vears since the French Government announced its 
intention of concluding a treaty with Syria and Lebanon which would 
give both countries complete independence. At that time, the French 
Government was of the opinion that Syria and Lebanon had attained 
political maturity, and could therefore be liberated from the mandate 
system. It was even announced that France would in any case be 
prepared to grant them independence not later than January, 1940, 
whether or not ratification of the treaty should take place promptly. 

Informed circles know that the Permanent Mandates Commission 
was opposed from the beginning to such action by the Mandatory 
Power, and that several members of the Commission repeatedly 
expressed their anxiety, behind closed doors, as to what might happen 
if the treaty came into force. It was thought that massacres and 
persecutions among. the many minorities of which the country is 
actually composed were to be expected. And it was insisted that it was 
an error on the part of the French Government to think that real 
unity existed when in fact the Arabs constituted only a feeble majority 
of 55 per cent. among strong minorities of Turks, Alouites, Druzes, 
Christians, Jews,,and the inhabitants of Dyezireh and the Aleppo 
district. 

In 1937-8, neither the French Administration in Syria nor the 
French Government itself heeded these warnings. It 1s only within the 
past few months that such fears have been echoed in responsible 
Parliamentary circles in France, and predictions of a substantial 
reversal of policy have been heard. The Chamber of Deputies has 
already refused to ratify the treaty, and new negotiations with the 
Government in Damascus are under way. 

It is generally agreed that French policy in Syria has had marked 
repercussions on Palestine, and a change in that policy will likewise 
influence the situation in the Holy Land. There ts a direct relation 
between the steadily increasing terrorism in Palestine the* 
encouragement France has given to the Arabs in Syria during the last 
féw years. To be sure, no one-on the Mandates Commission has ever 
pretended that France has favoured Arab propaganda against the 
British Administration in Palestine, although this propaganda was 
organised from Damascus; if any reproach can be made against France, 
it is that an extremely dangerous atmosphere has been created by the 
announcement of such a treatv, which has given impetus to the most 
arrogant ambitions of the pan-Arab movement. 


Arab Hopes Fainter 


In Geneva, those competent to judge are of the opinion that the 
prospects for success of Arab aspirations in Syria are receding. Ihere 
will be no public declaration to this effect, but undoubtedly the Arabs 
will be made to understand the attitude of the League and of the 
French Government. About the middle of January, the report of the 
Permanent Mandates Commission, including the minutes on its. work 
during the session of November, 1938, will be published; and the 
discussion on Syria and Lebanon that was held at that time will reveal 
the objections which were raised against the release of Syria from the 
mandate. 

Opinion in French circles abandons the idea of a centralised Syrian 
State, and looks instead for some kind of confederation. If, as seems 
likely, this idea is put into practice, some Arab imperialistic groups in 
Damascus will doubtless cry treason and will threaten a Holy War 
against France. International circles, however, are convinced that the 
Arabs have everything to lose and nothing to gain if they resort to 
force instead of striking as good a bargain as they can by peaceful 
negotiations. Arab aspirations were dealt a heavy blow when Turkey 
obtained control of Alexandretta and Antioch without one of the 
Arab States lifting a finger to help. 

There is the danger of revolts of other minorities. in Syria. In the 
territory of Djezireh, one of the richest and most fertile parts of the 
country, a new propaganda, fostered by the Turks, is aiming at a 
movement for separation. Ihe Alouites, another minority, show signs 
of restlessness, and France seems to regard with favour the claims of 
the various minority movements. Should such a tendency continue 
and in the end prevail, the decentralisation of Syria would be a con- 
sequence, with a simultaneous decrease of the power of any central 
Government in Damascus. Such a diminution of the power of 
Damascus would probably have the effect of establishing order 
throughout the country—-provided France takes the reins strongly into 
her hands. In this way, a hope for the subsidence of the troubles in 
Palestine may be seen on the horizon. 


‘ARAB AGAINST ARAB” 


A special article by Kenneth Waring+appeared in THE Times on 


Wednesday under the above heading. It dealt with rebel Arab docu- 
ments seized by troops which “provide sensational proof that the 
sacred Haram esh-Sharif has been the scene of murder, bomb-throwing, 
and rebel courts-martial, and evidence that even the rebels themselves 
are disgusted and alarmed at the terrorism of Arabs by Arabs which 
has marked the latest stages of the campaign.” 


The concluding paragraph read: “It would seem that if the Arab 


national leaders have raised up in the irregular leaders a force which 
they can no longer control, the Palestine Government are all the more 
bound to use every means for speedily ridding the country of people 
who are not patriots at all, but, in the words of Hassan Salama, ‘ vile, 
people who are wearing the clothing of holy warriors.’ ”

UNITED PALESTINE APPEAL 


Great Conference in Washington 


PARALLEL OF PALESTINE AND 
CZECHO-SLOVAKIA 


M. J. Masaryk’s Outspoken Waraing 


Denunciation of the ransom plan of emigration of German Jews, 
coupled with the statement that Palestine is the only land to which a 
large Jewish immigration should be stimulated, was the keynote o| 
the opening of the United Palestine Appeal Conference at the May- 
flower Hotel, Washington, on Saturday evening. It was one of the 
largest gatherings of its kind, and thousands of delegates, representing 
over 800 Jewish Communities in ail parts of the country, were 
present. 

[he speakers at the opening session included Mr. Robert Bernstein, 
of Philadelphia, who presided, Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, National 
Chairman of the United Palestine Appeal, Mr. Louis Lipsky, Dr. 
Israel Goldstein, head of the American Jewish National Fund, Mr. 
Leo. Gellman, of the Mizrachi, and Mr. Joseph Baratz, of Palestine. 
Most of the speakers referred to Jewish achievements in Palestine 
during the year 1938, many emphasising that Jewish national leadership 
must make it unmistakably clear to all Governments that it 1s 
impossible to evacuate immediately six million Jews from Europe, and 
that Jewish immigration on a large scale ts possible only in Palestine. 

Rabbi Silver, while stressing that those Jews who can be rescued 
from Europe must be allowed to go to Palestine, insisted on Great 
Britain's facilitating their free and unrestricted admission there. 
This, he said, was not only on the basis of its obligations. 
freely assumed, but on the even stronger moral basis of the desperate. 
emergency confronting hundreds of thousands of helpless human 
beings. Rabbi Silver said that diplomacy ought to be exercised not in 
trying to find vacant and unexplored territories but in bringing the. 
maximum moral pressure upon Britain to do that which she is legally. 
obliged to do. 7 

Accounts of. Jewish achievements in Palestine were given by Mr. 
Joseph Baratz, of Dagania, and other speakers. Dr. Israel Gold- 
stein, reviewing the activities of the Jewish National Fund, warned 
against the tendency of delaying the work of building up the Jewish 
National Home because of political uncertainty. 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann’s Message 

A message from Dr. Weizmann elicited great attention. In the course 
of it he wrote: : 

“ We stand to-day on the eve of discussions which may he decisive for 
the immediate future of our work. but so long as the Jewish people stands 
united for the defence of its rights to immigration freed from arbitrary 
restrictions, and against the imposition of minority status in its National 
Home, I am confident we shall come through. All our energies must now 
be mobilised for strengthening our position. We need land, money, supplies, 
and, above all, men. This is why immigration is now more than ever the 
prime essential not only for the salvation of the persecuted but also for our 
stand in Palestine.” 

In the course of a nation-wide broadcast by M. Jan Masaryk, former 
Czecho-Slovakian Minister in London, on Saturday night, he said that 
though the Jews in Palestine were confronted with terrorism and, 
violence, they nevertheless stood up for their rights. In his view, the 
Jews had not interfered with the economic and cultural development 
of the Arabs in Palestine. Palestine must be safeguarded as a moral 
beacon of hope in the wilderness in which millions of Jews were 
groping and pathetically trying to save themselves from destruction. 
The idea of the Jewish National Home stood as a pillar of hope for 
the Jewish people. 

The latest acts of terrorism in Palestine, M. Masaryk continued, 
dangerously resembled the activities before the Munich conference. 
There was a nationalism and terrorism financed from mysterious, or 
perhaps not so mysterious, foreign quarters. He was absolutely con- 
vinced that the problem in Palestine could be solved to the satisfaction 
of all concerned if a firm and fair stand were to be maintained by’ 
Great Britain and America, and if other nations did not interfere. * 


Challenge to Christian Conscience 


The American Solicitor-General, Mr. Robert H. Jackson, addressing) 
the conference on Sunday, stirred the delegates with a fiery denuncia?) 
tion of prejudice against the Jews, and appealed to the Christian worid 
to atone for its sins to the Jews by promoting the growth of the Jewish: 
National Home. Asserting that the-refugees found most doors closed 
to immigration because many nations feared that their own economy 
might suffer by extending the right of sanctuary, Mr. Jackson pointed 
to Palestine as the only haven for the Jewish refugees. “In a world 
in which other lands, like ours, have all but shut their doors, or have 
rationed hospitality on a quota basis,” he said, “ the plight of the Jews 
is a challenge to the Christian conscience to make good the promise 
of a Jewish National Home in Palestine.” 

The conference adopted a resolution to be forwarded to Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain urging the fulfilment of Great Britain’s pledge to the 
Jewish people by removing the restrictions on Jewish immigration. 

Another resolution recorded the deep sense of obligation of the 
conference to President Roosevelt and State Secretary Mr. Cordell 
Hull for their work in safeguarding the Jewish rights underlying the 
Mandate for Palestine. 

Tribute was paid to the Yishuv for the courage and determination 
it has shown in maintaining the Jewish position in Palestine.

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MINISTER’S SILVER JUBILEE 


The Rev, V. Simmons of the West 
London Synagogue 


PROGRESS OF THE CONGREGATION 


Last Sabbath marked the twenty-fifth anniversary of the Rev. Vivian 
G. Simmons’s ministry at the West London Sy nagogue of British Jews, 
and a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative took advantage of the occasion 
to have an interview with Mr. Simmons. 

Son of the late and well-known Minister of the Reform Synagogue in 
Manchester, the Rev. Laurence M. Simmons, and grandson of Professo: 
Herzfeld, one of the most prominent 
of the early Reformers in Germany. 
Mr. Simmons was educated at the 


versity College. London, where he 
took his honours degree in Classics 
in 1908. Afterwards, he proceeded 
to Berlin, and there — studied 
Ra>binics and philosophy at the 
ibeological Seminary under Dr. 
Eibogen and Dr. Yahuda. and at 
the University. After continuing 
his studies in Semitic languages 
under Bezold in Heidelberg. he 
returned to London in 1913. and at 
the beginning of 1914 was appointed 
third Minister of the West London 
Synagogue, under the Revs. Morris 
Joseph and Isidore Harris. 

Fighteen months tater. Mr. 
Simmons went to France as the first 
Chaplain to be appointed by the 
Jewish War Services Committee 
under the Senior Jewish Chaplain. — . 
the Rev. Michael Adler. and served int Rev. V. G. SIMMONS 
there two years. -He was then - 
appointed Chaplain to the Aldershot Command, where he remained unt! 
the middle of 1919, acting also as civilian Minister to the Aldershot Con- 
gregation. He was subsequently appointed Chaplain to the: Mayor of 
Aldershot, Mr. Nat. Solomon. 

Mr. Simmons founded in its new form in 1920 the Union of Anglo-Jewish 
Preachers, of which he was for many years Secretary and later President. 
On his suggestion, and because of his growing appreciation of the problem 
of Jewish rehgious education in public schools, the late Dr. Eichholz, as 
Chairman of the Central Committee for Jewish Education, appointed a 
committee on this question, which sat for several years under the Chairman- 
ship of Sir Robert Waley Cohen. The matter, however, was dropped until. 
at the suggestion of Mr. B. M. Woolf, the Secretary of the West London 
Synagogue, a fresh committee was formed (of which Mr. Simmons is a 
member), which now does good work in providing Jewish religious teachers 
at public schools, providing short services for use at public and day schools. 
and generally acting in a liaison capacity between parents, heads of schools. 
and teachers. He is also a member of the Jewish Lecture Committee. 

For many years. Mr. Simmons was an ardent worker for the: Association 


for the Protection of Girls and Women. 


Mr. Simmons described some of the changes which have taken place in his 
Congregation during his ministry. “ When | was appointed,” he said, © the 
Congregation was about 950 strong. After the War, the membership 
increased, until to-day it 1s about 1,500, which means, all told, not much less 
than 4,000 souls. Most of the new strengh of the Congregation has come 
from Orthodox Synagogues in London, and, i consequence, the Con- 
gregation has, in spite of its strongly progressive tendencies, made certain 
concessions to the more conservative minds of the new membership. 

Ihe social life of the Congregation has developed enormously, and 
there is to-day an active Junior Membership. There are two facts which. 
though they appear mutually contradictory, are nevertheless true. One ts 
that the spiritual outlook of the Congregation as a whole has not progressed 
in keeping with the new opportunities. The other ts that the children ot 
to-day are being trained either in the Synagogue itself or through its 
influence with far more care and far more successfully than tn bygone 
days. There is now arising a real interest in Judaism from many different 
points of view. I believe that almost all of our modern methods and 
our approach to Judaism are sound, and are already producing a more 
conscious and a more self-sacrificing type of Jew.” Sabbath attendances 
were very encouraging nowadays, and on Friday evenings they had up to 
three hundred worshippers at the Synagogue. 

* My Synagogue.” concluded Mr. Simmons, “ has always been, and still is. 
exceedingly proud of its independence and autonomy. 1 think there is to-day 
a far more hopeful relationship between ourselves and the Orthodox 
Community on the one hand and the Liberal Synagogue on the other. We 
are far more clear than we used to be as to our differences from both 
séctions of the Community, and yet we are ready to make sacrifices where 
necessary in order that there should be a real fellowship and co-operation 
between us all.”

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Aliens Scare and 
the Truth 


IMMIGRANTS MAKE JOBS FOR 
BRITONS 


An Answer to Mischievous 
Propaganda 


[By a Correspondent} 


THE civilised world has been deeply surred by the suflerings of the 
refugees, those unfortunate victims of racial, religious, and political 
intolerance who have had to flee from the lands in which they dwelt. 
Private charity has been magnanimous in its gifts, and magnificent 
indications of sympathy have been revealed in the Lord Baldwin and 
other special appeals for relief funds. 

But the central problem—that of finding new homes tor retugees— 
remains unsolved. And before a solution can be found, a dangerous 
fallacy which springs partly from prejudice and partly trom ignorance 
of the economic issues involved must be corrected: 

The false doctrine that the refugees take employment away from the 
inhabitants of the countries in which they settle. 

Under the slogan of “ British unemployed before alien refugees.” a 
simple fear, quite easy to spread, is being aroused, and the traditional 
British policy of providing asylum to the persecuted is_ being 
challenged. The weight of Fascist anti-Semitic propaganda is at the 
moment devoted to spreading the false idea that every refugee allowed 
into the country will put a Britisher out of work. That is an extreme 
statement of the case, dictated, of. course, by political chicanery. 

But in the minds of many perfectly honest people the pernicious 
effects of this false doctrine are becoming noticeable, and recently we 
have had a Member of Parliament lending his support to it. “As a 
Christian country we must do all we can to help the refugees.” said 
Major Ralph Rayner, Conservative M.P. tor Totnes, the other week. 
“But we must Keep our heads in the matter; and not let our sympathy 
for foreigners swamp that fitter sympathy which we should keep for 
the less lucky amongst our own people. We so often forget,’ he added, 
“that charity. really should begin at home. Although the United 
Kingdom ts already vastly over-populated, foreigners sull press through 
our gates in their thousands. No one deprecates an asylum to those 
who are flying from racial or political persecution, but it is a senti- 
mental fallacy that because a man ts a retugee from his own country 
he is a valuable addition to our numbers.” 

What is the real truth of the matter? Briefly the question is this: 
are refugees an economic asset or an economic liability? 


BENEF:TS PROVED BY HISTORY 


Historically, there can be no doubts on the matter. After the 
Reformation, Elizabethan England welcomed thousands of Flemings 
and Walloons who fled from the Low Countries: and with the revoca- 
tion, in 1685, of the Edict of Nantes, between fifty and sixty thousand 
French Huguenots settled in this country. Silk-weavers, hatters; paper- 
makers, and glass-blowers, they brought with them their industrial skill 
to the great advantage of England. It is interesting to note that collec- 
trons were made for the destitute, and that even grants were voted to 
them by Parliament. 

At the beginning of this century, there took place the great immigra- 
tion of aliens, mainly Jews, fleeing from Tsarist Russia. A Commission 
on Alien Immigration that sat in 1903 reported that “ development of 
the three main industries—tailoring, cabinet-making, and shoe-making 
—in which aliens engage, has undoubtedly been beneficial in many 
ways; it has increased the demand for, and the manufacture of, not 
only goods made in this country (which were formerly imported from 
abroad), but of the materials used in them, thus indirectly giving 
employment to native workers.” The Commission also concluded that 
“after weighing evidence on both sides, it has not been proved that 
there is any serious direct displacement of skilled English labour.” 

Now let us turn to the experience of the last few years. Sir Samuel 
Hoare, the Home Secretary, said recently in the House of Commons: 
“There are cases in which foreigners who have been admitted have 
started industries which have given employment to considerable 
numbers of people.” Fifteen thousand British workers, he said, had 

been given direct employment by eleven thousand refugees admitted 
in recent years; and reliable computations place the number of British 
workers employed as a direct result of refugte immigration at close 
upon twenty thousand. 

Sir John Hope Simpson, in his “ Refugees: Preliminary Report of 
a Survey,” published last year, wrote: “The refugees have alread 
made substantial economic contributions to the countries in which 
they have settled, by, for instance, bringing special skill or important 
trading connections; they have largely transferred the fur trade from 
Leipzig to London and Paris; it is estimated that in Holland enterprises 
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Refugees Reduce Unemployment 


introduced by German emigrants now give employment directly to five 
thousand persons and indirectly to a further three thousand . .-.” 
Skilled workers have been allowed into this country to fill jobs for 
which no British workers could be found. On the professional side, 
exceptions have been made in the case of scholars of the eminence 
of Freud and Ejnstein. But what of the vast majority of refugees, the 
average undistinguished people? Is there any reason for countries 
to fear that if they admit them their own economic. welfare will suffer? 
lhe answer is “ No!” There is no truth whatsoever in the argument 
that because Great Britain has at present a number of unemployed, the 
settlement of refugees would add to that number. Here ts the opinion 
of Mr. R.-F. Harrod. Oxford University Lecturer in Economics and 
last vear’s President of the Economic Section of the British Assoctation 
and it is an opinion which is subscribed to by almost every competent 
economist in the country: 
“The notion that the existence of unemployment tis a good 
reason for discouraging immigration appears wholly fallacious. 
[he notion that a bare reduction of the number ot residents 
would serve to reduce the number of unemployed, and an increase 
to increase unemployment, has always been regarded as crude in 
the extreme _ There is much to be said for the proposition 
that an expansion of numbers is good for employment and a 
contraction bad. This accords with a broad comparison of the 
situation in the nineteenth century, beth here and in other 
countries, with that in the twentieth century.” 
It must never be forgotten that every extra resident who settles in 
this country is an extra consumer as well as perhaps an extra producer. 
The British Government will admit refugees: into this country, apart 
from the special cases mentioned above, provided that they do not 
become a public burden, but are wholly maintained by private charity. 
There is obviously in their case no adverse eflect upon employment. 
On the contrary, the mere presence of the refugee has a favourable 
economic effect. He will make certain demands for British goods and 
services, and he will therefore cause currency to circulate and thus, in 
general, act as an economic stimulant. 


DIRECT ECONOMIC GAINS 


We have mentioned so far the settlement of the skilled workers ia 


posts for which no British candidate can be Tound; the presence of the 


business men with capital to invest and with new industries to set up, . 
thereby employing extra British labour: and the residence of those 
maintained by charity. All these classes are direct economic gains. 

It might be argued that, while the advantage of admitting these 
categories is agreed, no other. immigrants should be allowed into the 
country untul the. British unemployed have been absorbed. The 
superficial catch-phrase puts the question: Why allow immigrants to 
take jobs while there are unemployed in the depressed areas? The 
answer has been well given by Mr. H. D. Henderson, the well-known 
Cambridge economist, who, in his “Notes on Immigration and 
Unemployment,” writes: 

“ Insistence that no immigrants should be admitted so long as 
any appreciable number of workers in their occupation are 
registered as unemployed, in: the case of a country like Greal 
Britain, would be entirely inappropriate. Fairly considerable 
unemployment figures in a particular occupation can easily co- 
exist with a genuine shortage of labour, partly because there ts 
always a small margin of workers of low industrial aptitude, partly 
because the same occupational designation may comprise really 
distinct types of work, partly because of differences between one 
region and another, and the difficulties of movement within a 
country, and partly because of seasonal and countless other 
temporary fluctuations in the activity of particular businesses.” 

It is obvious that although one of the distinctive features of the 
present-day economic system, as distinct from previous economic 
systems, is the mobility of labour, there are certain hindrances to it. 
A person who is temporarily unemployed will not sell his home and 
belongings, especially if he is married, to get a job in a distant part of 
the country. He will rather regard the temporary acceptance of 
unemployment benefit as a lesser hardship than uprooting his home. 


MOBILE LABOUR AND UNEMPLOYED 


Much unemployment is of a seasonal and temporary nature, and_a 
greater supply of the most mobile type of-labour, economists argue, 
would in many cases involve no injury to the existing unemployed. 

“ For the sake of argument, we may divide the country into two 
areas,’ says Mr. Harrod, “ the area of full employment and the 
area of unemployment. Area here must not be interpreted as a 
purely geographical term, though there is a geographical aspect to 
the matter. There is also the question of occupational suitability. 
The unemployed may not be well equipped by training, ability, or 
temperament to take the jobs available. None the less. there is 
some mobility. The power of the empleyed area of pulling men 
out of the unemployed area depends on the rate of expansion of 
jobs in the former. Mobility increases as times get better. Now if 
the argument is right and the absorption of immigrants into the 
employed area increases the net demand for goods (i.e., causes 
a new demand for goods greater than the immigrants themselves 
can meet), it will also increase the power of the employed area 
to pull men of the unemployed area. Thus the infiltration may 
be expected to increase the mobility of British people into 
employment.” 

The refugee employee will also benefit the British worker more 
directly by increasing the demand for consumption goods and thereby 
necessitating an increased capital investment. “ The total amount of 
capital equipment of all sorts required to cover the needs of a consumer 
in this country,” says Mrs, D, F, Buxton, in her “ The Economics 
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of the Refugee Problem,” “may safely be reckoned at about four 
times the annual value of his consumption. There will thus be an 
extra demand for capital goods on the arrival of immigrants.” 


Though the truth of this is axiomatic, great difficulty will be found 


in convincing groups who will feel their standard of living directly 
threatened by an influx of refugees whom they regard as competitors. 
They assume, perhaps unconsciously, a theory that has been frequently 
disproved, viz., the “lump of labour theory “—that there is a fixed 
amount of labour opportunity in a given economy from which each 
additional worker subtracts a portion. Those who ‘support this theory 
are as blind as the Luddites who destroyed the early machines. seeing 
in them and not in the general economic conditions of the period the 
cause of their distress. To argue in this wise is to put a bar to all 
advancement. One cannot consider each trade or area in isolation. 
If that were a_reasonable method of approaching economic problems. 
the suburban resident would be asked to make all his purchases locally. 
and eventually in one street. The reductio ad absurdum plainly reveals 
the folly of this theory. | 

The tragic absurdity of this attitude to the refugees can be seen 
when we consider that the greater proportion of applications for admis- 
sion into this country come not from the working classes but from 
professional people of all kinds. They are the possessors of special 
abilities, innate and acquired, which it is difficult Yo calculate in 
monetary terms. Is it sensible—let alone human—to cause the 
Viennese doctor who has demonstrated his ability to save hundreds 
of lives to commit suicide in despair; or is it not wiser to allow him 
to bring his scientific skill into this country? . It js interesting to 
note that in certain professional fields, especially in the academic world, 
a broad and truly intelligent attitude has been adopted, in which vast 
gains to vast numbers have counted more than selfish personal interest. 
Retugees have not been regarded as competitors, but have been wel- 
comed——and economic sacrifices made to ensure their presence—as 
colleagues. Sectional interests, it must be stressed, are often not 
identical with the interests of the country as a whole. 


HALTING THE FALL IN POPULATION 


When we turn to the general question of population, an even more 
striking call for the admission of refugees emerges. The birth-rate in 
‘England has fallen continuously since 1876, while the death-rate has 
fallen almagst as much. But, as the death-rate cannot decrease much 
more, if the birth-rate continutes to fall the total increase must even- 
tually vanish and the population decrease. It is the considered opinion 
of Professor A. M. Carr Saunders, the population expert and Director 
of the London School of Economics, that the British population jis 
heading towards extinction. How can we prevent it? 

There are only two ways, says Mr. T. H.° Marshall. the noted 
sociologist: “A return to large families or great and continued immigra- 
tion from abroad. Either or both of these can save this country trom 
ultimate depopulation, but nothing else.” The prospects for the return 
to large families are dim. It is, therefore, only a measure of immigra- 
tion that will prevent the population of Great Britain from dangerously 
declining. 


REFUGEE CAMP TO BE 
ESTABLISHED 


Home Office’s Kindly Concession 
ROOM FOR 3,500 TRANSMIGRANTS 


The Council for German Jewry has received permission from the 
Home Office to establish a large camp for refugees at Richborough, 
near Sandwich, on the Kentish coast, on condition that the Council is 
responsible for its maintenance. (The proposal to establish such 
camps has been vigorously urged in these columns for some time.) 
In a statement issued on Friday by the Council, it is declared that 
“ thanks to the helpful intervention of Lord Greenwood, the owners, 
Messrs. Pearson and Dorman Long, Ltd., are placing every facility 
at the disposal of the Council for the installation of the camp, and have 
determined with great generosity to make no profit out of the 
Occupation of their property by the refugees. 

“It is: hoped that some 3,500 persons, mostly young men with a 
prospect bf emigration, will be brought over,” the statement continues. 
“As they leave the camp, their places will be taken by others. The 
provision of the camp will supplement the efforts of individuals -to 
bring over refugees under an individual guarantee for a temporary 
sojourn in this country pending their ultimate emigration.” 

[he camp, which was used during the War for training recruits, and 
is Known as “ Kitchener's Camp,” will be managed by the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade, who have volunteered to do this work. Mr. May, Secretary 
of the Brigade, went immediately to the camp to make the management 
arrangements. 

A large amount of furniture and equipment, timber, glass, heating 
stoves, sanitary fittings, tools, clothing, games, and so on, will be 
required. Some firms have .already made = gifts, among them the 
International Paint and Compositions Co., Ltd., and Messrs. Gestetner, 
Ltd. Offers of contributions in kind should be addressed to Mr. Ernest 
Joseph, the architect, at 2, Paul's Bakehouse Court, London, E.C.4, 
Mr. Joseph ts in charge of the arrangements tor fitting out the camp. 


A GUIDE BOOK FOR CONDUCT 
Twelve Golden Rules 


OF VALLE TO THE WHOLE COMMUNITY 


The German-Jewish Aid Committee, in conjunction with the Jewish

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MR, RUBLEE’S BERLIN VISIT 


No Signs of Progress 
AND NOW—SANTO ‘DOMINGO 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent) 


Mr. Rublee and his experts have spent a considerable time in 
Berlin; they have held discussions with Dr. Schacht, Field-Marshal 
Goring, and high officials of the German Treasury and Economic 
Ministry. To these they have put some vital but awkward questions 
regarding the amount of German-Jewish money (or its equivalent) per 
head which each individual emigrant or his family shall be permitted 
to take out for resettlement purposes, and the particular categories of 
German exports which the Reich would devote to the scheme for the 
service of the projected international loan. No information (as these 
lines are- written) is available about the German answer to these 
questions, and what few indications there are, are either incon- 
clusive or pessimistic in tone. .It may be that Mr. Rublee will disclose 
little or nothing of the results attained in Berlin until he reports in 
person to the Executive of the Inter-Governmental (Evian) Commission 
on Retugees. 

Meanwhile, one fresh outlet has been discovered—in the West Indies. 
The Dominican Republic, following the Guatemalan example, is 
prepared to consider the settlement within its borders of some 100,000 
refugees from Central Europe, whose industry and technical knowledge 
would give to the economic development of this favoured but thinly 
populated land a remarkable stimulus, the benefits of which to the 
State would probably materialise at an early date by the swift expansion 
of its trade. This is about the only piece of good news recorded for 
several weeks past In Connection with the refugee problem. 


It is understood that a memorandum is being drafted setting forth 
details of a scheme in which the German Government are prepared to 
collaborate. Mr. Rublee expects to have concluded his discussions by 
the end of the week. - 

At a meeting of the Administrative Committee of the World Jewish 
Congress in Paris, Dr. Nahum Goldmann, a member of the Executive. 
criticised the negotiations between Mr. Rublee and Dr. Schacht. because 
they were being conducted without previous consultation with Jewish 


organisations. “While the emigration problem must be faced.” Dr. 
Goldmann said, “we cannot allow this problem to be solved over our 
heads.’ 


A WEST INDIAN REPUBLIC 
Room for 100,000 Jews ? 


(he Government of the West Indian Dominican Republic, in con- 
junction with the Evian Inter-Govermental Committee, has agreed, 
so it is declared, to admit up to about 100,000 Jewish refugees from 
Europe. A plan for carrying out this project has been outlined by 
Major Frederick F. Sharles, Dominican Consul-General in London. 
and dispatched for the consideration of his Government. 

Major Sharles has stated that the idea was for some organised scheme 
of colonisation to be evolved to include the establishment of new 
industries and perhaps tocal administrative powers for the immigrant 
communities. He was submitting these proposals to the Dominican 
Government, and that was as far as the matter had gone. It was 
proposed to establish new industries on the island rather than to 
develop the existing sugar, coffee, and cocoa industries. 

The Dominican Republic covers two-thirds of the island of which 
Haiti covers the remaining third. It has an area of 19,322 square miles, 
and a population of nearly 1,500,000, of whom 90 per cent. are white. 
The climate ts healthy, and communications and harbours are good. 
The principal language ts Spanish. :

M. BONNET INAUGURATES OFFICIAL 
COMMITTEE 
‘* Abuses of Insufficiently Controlled Immigration”

M. Bonnet, the French Foreign Minister, inaugurated on Saturday 
the first session of the official Refugee Committee, created by him in 
December. He stressed particularly the fact that France was still 
granting transit visas to refugees who had documentary evidence that 
they would be able to settle overseas after some lapse. of time. 
Individual visas for sojourn in France. were also granted in exceptional 
cases, and a number of German refugees from Czecho-Slovakia were 
among those helped in this way. |

“ ff the French Government is to continue to give its aid to refugees.” 
M. Bonnet. concluded, “ it cannot by large-scale admission of refugees 
condemn to privation that part of our populations whose existence is 
already endangered by the abuses of an_ insufticiently controlled 
immigration. That, however, does not mean that the French Govern- 
ment will in any way interfere with the tasks of the Refugee Committee. 
which aims at regulating the transit and admission of refugees without 
distinction of nationality or creed.” : 

Senator Henry Bérenger, Cardinal Verdier, and Pastor Boegner asked 
that all possible consideration, especially in respect of children. should 
be given to the problems of the refugees. Some members of the 
Commitiee suggested that the.contact between the various departments 
should become closer. The session decided to appoint sub-committees 
to deal with separate aspects of the problem. :

CAPT. CAZALET URGES INTERNATIONAL 
LOAN FOR SETTLEMENTS 


‘Give Us Land ; Jews will Do the Rest” 


The raising of an international loan of £100,000,000 to find homes 
for one million families of Jewish refugees from Central and Eastern 
Europe during the next ten years has been proposed by Captain Victor 
Cazalet. M.P.. Chairman of the Parliamentary Committee on Refugees, 
in an interview with the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. The loan, Captain 
Cazalet suggested, should be guaranteed by the British, American, and 
Dutch Governments. Jewish concerns might raise a separate loan, for 
even £100.000.000 would not be sufficient to solve. the refugee problem 
entirely, he added. 

“To ignore the emigration needs of the Jews in Poland, Hungary, 
and Italy,” Captain Cazalet said, “ would be to allow ourselves to be 
blackmailed by Germany. If.a scheme can be devised which would 
make possible the exodus from Poland of between 30,000 and 40,000 
young people a year, | am sure the Polish Government would willingly 
co-operate by letting these people jake out as much of their wealth 
as possible, and probably assist in a loan for settlement schemes. They 
would also stop all future anti-Jewish legislation.” } 

[he Parliamentary Committee on Refugees aimed, said Captain 
Cazalet, to get a big-scale scheme for the solution of the problem as 
soon as possible. Without such a scheme nothing tangible could be 
done. Palestine, he declared, must play a vital part in the solution, 
and he mentioned the possibilities of the Negev. Of all places so far 
suggested for large-scale settlement, British Guiana, Northern Rhodesia, 
Northern Australia. and perhaps some parts of Dutch Guiana seemed 
to him the most promising. | 

“If we wait for all investigations to be completed,’ Captain Cazalet 
said. “1 don’t believe we shall ever get any scheme going. Give us 
land and the Jewish organisations will do the rest. Jews must have a 
State of their own, and this can be nowhere else but in Palestine, but 
there is no reason why the Jews should not have a big area in another 
part of the world which could become a kind of colony of Palestine.” 

The refugee problem, Captain Cazalet pointed out, was of 
tremendous significance in international affairs, for statesmen in all 
countries were beginning to realise that neither world peace nor an 
economic revival was possible unless the problem was satisfactorily 
solved. 


NO IMMEDIATE DANGER TO 
SUDENTEN REFUGEES 


2,500 for Palestine 


There is no immediate danger that refugees from the German- 
occupied Sudetenland districts (numbering between six and seven 
thousand) will be sent back to the Reich, Sir Herbert Emerson, the 
League of Nations High Commissioner. for Refugees, declared in 
Prague on Sunday. Sir Herbert, who with Lord Duncannon, Secretary 
of the German Department of the High Commission, has been visiting 
Prague to study the refugee situation, added, however, that it. was in 
the interests of all concerned that these refugees should be evacuated 
from Czecho-Slovakia as soon as possible; and he promised to do his 
best in Geneva and London to achieve this. 

The League Council this week agreed to the inclusion of the Sudeten- 
land refugees within the scope of the High Commission's competence. 
The Assembly's ratification will be sought next September. Sir Herbert 
is NOW negotiating with the Czech Ministry of Welfare on the question 
of the establishment of a local office of the High Commission. 

Emigration possibilities for 2,500 Czecho-Slovakian Jews, most of 
them fornver residents of the ceded areas, have been provided by 
an arrangement made between the Government and the Jewish Agency. 
Among the prospective emigrants to Palestine are 400 capitalists and 
their dependents. The rest will be sent through the Youth Aliyah. 

One group of youths will be sent to training centres in the 
Scandinavian countries before emigrating to‘Palestine. 

Money for the scheme ts being provided in Czech currency by the 
Jews of Czecho-Slovakia, and the necessary foreign exchange [rom 
the British loan of £10,000,000 set aside for Czecho-Slovakia following 
the Munich Agreement. About 400 familes, each with a working 
capital of at least £1,000, will ultimately settle in Palestine. The balance 
of the fund will be used to assist the immigration of persons without 
capital qualifications. 

[he Czecho-Slovak Government has set up a special department at 
the Ministry of Social Welfare to keep in close contact with the 
refugees and to supply the necessary information and advice to the 
different refugee camps in the country. According to police statistics, 
there are in Bohemia and Moravia 152,000 retugees, including 15,000 
Jews. 

The National Peace Council has sent a memorandum to the British 
Home Office emphasising the rerilous position of the Sudeten refugees 
and their families, and urging action by the British Government to 
enable the refugees to leave CZecho-Slovakia at the earliest moment. 
KENYA 

Mr. Malcolm MacDonald, Secretary of State for the Dominions 
and Colonies, sent his good wishes for success and happiness in their 
new home to fifteen German refugees who left on Friday fort Kenya. 
They were the first party to go abroad under the scheme sponsored 
by the “ Plough Settlement Association.” 

“With the approval of the Governments here and in Kenya,” said 
a representative of the organisation, “ we are taking a certain number 
of agriculturally trained emigrants and sending them to Kenya and 
afterwards to other parts of Africa. We are not settling them in 
communities but are apprenticing them for six or nine months to 
local farmers who have been approved by the local farmers’ associa- 
tions and welfare committees. We have promised the Government 
not to form Jewish Communities in Kenya but to settle the refugees 
in different places so that they may be absorbed into the general 
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community. Eventually we shall have a central training farm. Most 
of them will be doing general farming OK working on coffee, sisal, ¢ 
tea plantations. None of them will go into the towns.” 
The “ Plough Settlement Association ” is a body which is working 
in co-operation with Woburn House and the Kenva Association, to 
place a limited number of refugees on farms in Kenya. The personnel

When 250 Jewish emigrants who left Germany a few weeks ago for 
Paraguay with visas issued by the Paraguayan Consulate in Berlin and 
Paris disembarked at Montevideo, Uruguay, in order to travel to 
Paraguay, their visas were declared invalid because they had not been 
issued directly by the Paraguayan Government. The emigrants were 
sent to Buenos Aires, where the police took them in charge. 

The Uruguayan Cabinet decided on Tuesday to prohibit the transit 
of persons without valid visas for Paraguay across their territory. 
Three Ministers have been appointed to work out new regulations to 
decide the fate of 1,250 refugees. ; 

It is understood that Brazil will, in future, grant no transit or 
Visitors’ visas to Jewish emigrants who seek to pass through the 
country to reach the hinterland.

PALESTINIAN JEWS AND THE CHILDREN 
100,000 Relatives in Germany 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


There are rather more than 50,000 German Jews now living in 
Palestine, and of them the great majority have settled since 1933. 
It is naturally inevitable that nearly all these 12,000 families should 
have dependents or near relatives in Germany of at least twice their 
number. Some 100,000 Jews in Germany are thus the immediate 
concern of their brethren in Palestine. 

No one who has not seen some of the letters which arrive hete in 
thousands from desperate people in the Reich can imagine the 
tremendous psychological and mental reaction which ts exerted. All 
the welter of savagery and brutal treatment comes home with irresistible 
force to those in Eretz Yisrael who stand by and watch helplessly, 
unable to do more at present than wring their hands. 

The response by the Yishuv to the appeal made upon its purse 
has been magnificent, and the latest campaign known _as ~ The 
Redemption of the German and Austrian Captives (the * Yellow Badge 
Campaign *)” has shown no exception. In addition to the numerous 
cash contributions, over 6,000 applications have already been made by 
families, individuals, institutions, and agricultural settlements for the 
adoption of German children. A meeting of the Central Council for 
German-Jewish Child Immigration, held in Jerusalem last week, 


decided to co-ordinate the various funds and campaigns. Miss 


Henrietta Szold, who at seventy-seven has resigned the directorship 
of the Va'ad Leumi’s Department for Social Service, is now devoting 
herself entirely to Youth Aliyah activity. 

Will England rise to the full nobility of the humanitarian mission 
now facing her, is the paramount question now dominant in all minds 
concerning the clamour for adopting German-Jewish children. A 
positive response by Great Britain, instead of mere platonic assurances, 
would remove much of the heartbreak of the past three years caused 
by the.vacillations of a blundering administrative policy. 

SPEAKING at a dinner of the Steyning branch of the Conservative Associa- 
tion. Lord Winterton said that the industrialists among the refugees in this 
country had actually increased employment by starting new businesses, 
Some 15,000 Britons at least had found jobs as a result of the setting-up 
here of businesses transferred from Germany.

Refugees Thronging to Shanghai 


From Mr. A. LURIF 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisu Curonicie 


SIR, -For some months, here in Port Said, we have been seeing a most 
distressing sight, the passage of refugees from Germany and Austria bound 
for Shanghat. 

[hose proceeding to Australia and South Africa are comparatively lucky, 
but those destined for Shanghat arrive here completely destitute and with 
nothing but the ten Reichmarks which the German: Government have 
allowed them to keep. To assist these destitute refugees a committee has 
been created here under the control of the Jewish Commuinities of Cairo. 
Alexandria, and Port Said, and funds are distributed among these refugees 
The reason why Shanghai is chosen by the majority of the refugees as thei: 
ultimate destination is because it is the only place in the world where no 
entry visa is required, 

Only yesterday (January 7), the Italian steamer, “ Conte Verde.” brouvht 
420 refugees, and the German vessel, “ Gneisenau.”’ about 150. all destined 
for Shanghai. The local tommittee distributed among them some £250: 
just.enough for each to pay for his or her keep for a day or two upon 
arrival in Shanghai. After that the prospects for them are tragic indeed. 
A French journalist, M. de Conde, an expert on Far Eastern problems, 
calls this traffic “ The March to Death.” 

Our funds here are getting exhausted, and though we are doing our best 
to help these unfortunate victims, we consider our work is in vain when 
we realise what awaits them at Shanghai, and, moreover. that thousands 
more are on their way, that ships have been fully booked in advance for at 
least the next six months—anything, it seems, is better than the Nazi infeeno 

I therefore earnestly plead that an effort be made to provide a special 
fund in Shanghai for the organisation of a proper settlement for these 
refugees. The problem is most urgent. I do beg of the public leaders in 
England to help in this matter of life and death.

FASCIST RIOTS IN CINEMAS 


Persecuting the Victims of Persecution 


Demonstrations organised by Fascists against the collections for 
refugees occurred all over London and also in the Provinces on 
Saturday night. When the film of the Archbishop of Canterbury's 
appeal tor refugees was shown in a Leicester Square cinema, hooligans 
drowned his words by booing and stamping, and pamphlets were 
Showered down from the galleries. At a Strand cinema, a firework 
was thrown from the gallery; in Wood Green, missiles were thrown 
at the screen: and Fascists paraded the streets in Piccadilly throwing 
stink bombs, holding up traffic, distributing pamphlets, and shouting 
Slogans such as “Why relief for aliens, when poverty and 
unemployment ts rife in Britain?” 

The unemployed, however, replied: with posters: “* Unemployed are 
not the enemies of refugees. Help them both.” 

So eager were the Fascist disciples of Hitler to express ‘their hate 
that they overlooked the fact that every Sunday a percentage of the 
“takings ” are giveh to British charities. Nor, apparently, had they 
heard that Mr. Oscar Deutsch, of the Odeon chain of cinemas, had 
offered to give ten per cent. of a Stinday’s “ takings ” in the near future 
for the benefit of English unemployed. aoe 

The Datty Fitm RENTER, reporting this offer, noted particularly that 
the plans were completed early last week, and that the decision was in 
no sense a sequel to the Fascist disturbances, which, of course, occurred 
later. 

Mr. Hannington, Secretary of the Unemployed Workers’ Movement, 
has issued the following statement: “Certain people in Britain are 
endeavouring to arouse opposition to the Earl Baldwin Appeal Fund 
tor Refugees by counterposing the issue of unemployed conditions in 
Britain. The Unemployed Workers’ Movement are definitely opposed 
to such propaganda. The appeal for the refugees is an appeal for 
charity to assist the victims of Fascist persecution. With this appeal 
we are in the. closest sympathy. Assistance to the refugees does not 
injure the position of the British unemployed.” 

Five men who were arrested during the rioting appeared at Bow 
Street Police Court on Monday. Two of them —young Jews—were 
discharged, and fines ranging up to 7s. 6d. were imposed on the other 
three. ial 

Midland Fascists were imported into Birmingham last Saturday for 
a special Boycott. the campaign, in connection with the 
c Hections for the refugees. The Birmingham Fascists are boasting 
that they distributed over 5,000 leaflets, but the true story, as imparted 
by a Fascist, is that many bundles of the leaflets. were lett in waste- 
paper receptacl:s in diflerent piris of the city.

FASCIST FAIRY TALES 
British Empire Union Exposure 


The Empire Recorp, the journal of the British Empire Union, con- 
tains in its January issue a reasoned refutation; by Mr. F. A. Tongue, 
of many arguments used by anti-Semites at street-corner meetings. 
The racial theory and the myths of “ Jewish cowardice ™ in the Great 
War and * Jewish exclusiveness ” are effectively dealt with. 

Referring to the recent crisis, Mr. Tongue declares: “1 heard one 
Fascist speaker say that in the week previous it was impossible for 
anyone to get near any of the main line stations in London: that the 
roads also were impassable. for Jewish cars. The same man then began 


to tell us that the Jewish women had gone round London and had 


systematically bought up all the preserved provisions and tinned goods, 
and had stored them in their cellars. I should like to meet the speaker 
privately, and ask—-only for my own benetit-—-why the Jews were so 
keen to stock their cellars and then run away to the country in order 
to stay in town to make profits!” 


UPROAR IN STEPNEY

A Resolution the T-U.C. Rescinded 


From Mr. JOSEPH FINN

Sik.-With reference to Mr. Diamond's remark recently that for the first 
time in this country a trade wnion (the N.A.F.T.A.) had raised the racial 
issue, it might be of interest to recall the following 

About forty-three years ago, certain anti-Semitic delegates at a Trades 
Union Congress in Cardiff attacked the alien (meaning Jewish) workers in 
the worst possible language as “ taking the bread out of the British workers’ 
mouths “; and they proposed a resolution asking the Government to prohibit 
the immigration of alien workers. The resolution was passed. 

There were then in London (besides other towns) eleven Jewish trade 
unions, including two in the furniture trade. 1 was then Secretary of the 
Ladies’ Tailors’ Union. The eleven unions immediately organised a Com- 
mittee to take the matter in hand. The late M. Shire (who in vears after 
became an ardent Zionist, and for some time was Treasurer of the English 
Zionist Federation) and myself were asked to write a pamphiet setting 
forth the real facts of the Jewish workers’ position in the labour market 


in Britain and in the general trade union movement. The title of the 


pamphlet was “A Voice from the Aliens.” Ten thousand copies were dis- 
tributed at a great mass meeting held in the Great Assembly Hall. Mile End. 
to protest against the anti-Semitic attack on the Jewish workers and 
employers. Convinced by the arguments. the London Trades Council a 
short time after called a mass meeting in the same hall. presided over by 
Sir Charles Dilke, to protest against the Cardiff T.U.C. resolution and 
calling upon that body to rescind that resolution. It was rescinded at ihe 
following T.U.C. conference. 

About ten years later, another anti-Semitic wave flooded the East End 
under the leadership of Major Evans Gordon. The Government appointed 
a Royal Commission on Alien Immigration, under Lord James of Hereford. 
I gave evidence on behalf of the Jewish workers and concerning the trades 
in which they were employed. Major Gordon ‘was so nonplussed by the 
facts I brought forward that he postponed his cross-examination for three 
days, during which time, he said, he would make inquiries. I have not 
heard from him since! ‘

CONFERENCE 


Plans to Increase Efficiency 


CENIRAL PROPAGANDA BODY 
ADVOCATED 


Low Wages of * Blind-Alley ” Job 


The first education conference of all Talmud Torahs in the British 
Isles, convened by the Talmud Torah Trust in conjunction with the 
Association of Jewish Headmasters, was held in London last week-end. 
About 200 delegates attended. 

Qn the Sabbath morning, a special sermon in connection with the 
conference was preached at the Great Synagogue. Duke Street, by Rabbi 
Dr. Alexander Altmann, the Communal Rabbi of Manchester. Following 
the service, a reception was held in the Ernst Schiff Hall. Dr. Israel 
Feldman (Warden) and Dayan I. Abramski. on behalf of the S\ nagogue, 
welcomed the delegates. Mr. 1. W. Goldberg. Treasurer of the Trust. 
thanked the Wardens and Board of Management of the Great Synagogue 
for their hospitality. 

In the evening the conference opened in the Rose Hertz Hall. 

[he Rev. Isaac Gotpston, Acting Chairman of the Trust. who presided 
expressed pleasure at the holding of such a conference. He referred sym- 
pathetically to Dayan Dr. Feldman, who had been unfortunately prevented 
by ill-health from presiding. A message was sent to Davan Feldman 
wishing him a speedy recovery to perfect health. 

After extending a welcome to the Chief Rabbi. the President of the 
Trust, to Mr. Herbert M. Adler, the Diréctor of Jewish Education. and to 
the Rabbis, Mr. Goldston gave a brief history of the Talmud Torah 
rust. which was founded on May 16, 1905S. Soon after it was established. 
he said, an Education Committee was formed with the object of making 
it possible for Orthodox Jewish teaching to be carried out in the Talmud 
lorahs in London. but through the medium of English and not Yiddish. 
Four schools became afthliated, and to-day. they had twenty-four in London 
‘lone. Over 3.000 boys and girls were in daily attendance at their Talmud 
forahs. In ats earliest days, the Talmud Torah Trust did not meet with 


recat favour But they had not stopped dome. their duty, and 
lewish education had gone forward. The purpose of that conference 
was to try to lav a strong foundation for the teaching of the tenets of 


thet religion, and thus let their growing boys and girls have the full benefit, 

The Corer Rare said that that first conference of the Talmud Torahs 
“was a notable event. Ht. and the cause for which it-stood, was of more 
than academic interest to the Anglo-Jewish Community. The men who 
founded the Talmud Torahs in London over fifty vears ago were animated 


by high ideals and a devotion to Judaism. That was the spirit which the 


Anclo-Jewish Community required to-day it was to. survive. 

Dr. Hertz spoke of his own efforts in preventing Gérman-Jewish refugee 
cmidren from travelling from Hamburg to this country on a Sabbath, and 
said that not everything possible was done for the religious welfare of 
the children by those who had been called thg authoritative officers of 
the Jewish Community. 

Mr. Herpert M. Aprer, Directoy of Jewish Education, brought greetings 
to the conference from the Central Committee for Jewish Education. 
Referring to the refugee children from Germany, he said that from the 
point of view of education the children coming to their big towns would 
he an actual gain. Jhey were in danger of losing numbers from their 
Talmud Torahs, and here was a new influx with enormous potentialities. 


Irregular Attendance and Unpunctuality 


Mr. Adler dealt with the problem of irregular attendance and unpunc- 
tuality at the classes, and said that so long as pupils had to attend for 
an unreasonable length of time they must expect these faults. He drew 
attention to the work of Dr. Slotki, of Manchester, who had altered the 
curriculum and obtained good results by cutting the session for instruction 
down to an hour or an hour and twenty minutes. Speaking of the necessity 
to retain pupils beyond the age of thirteen, Mr. Adler said that they should 
be satisfied if they could get boys of that age to attend three times a 
week for not more than an hour or one and a half hours per session. 
In London, they now employed an officer to visit the Talmud Torahs and 
see the boys before Barmitzvah in order to retain them afterwards. Every 
Talmud Torah must do the same. 

Mr. Adler deplored the parlous financial condition of the Talmud Torahs, 
and said they must pay their teachers decently and regularly. Even in 
London the problem was a difficult one. The big bodies were paying 
their surplus from the Shechita Board. He was sorry, he said, that the 
Federation of Synagogues gave nothing, and he appealed to them to recog- 
nise at this moment their solemn responsibility in the matter. Their 
contribution would make a great difference to the Talmud Torahs. 

Greetings to the conference were also conveygd by Mr. M. Vilenski, on 
behalf of the Headmasters of the London Talmud Torahs; Mr. Cohen 
Lask, of Leeds, on behalf of the provincial Headmasters; Mr. I. Fishman, 
on behalf of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes and the Education 
Committee of the Jewish National Fund; and Dr. Nathan Morris, on behalt 
of the Jewish Religious Education Board. 

Dayan H. M. Lazarus presided when the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom read 
a paper on “The Vital Position of Talmud Torahs in Jewish Life.” 

Mr. Go_psLoom, who spoke in Hebrew, said the Torah was the life and 
soul of the Jewish people, and its teaching to the young was the prime 
duty of every parent. The teaching of Torah still played a prominent 
part in the life of many Jewish Communities in the Diaspora and, needless 
to say, in Palestine. But here in England, where thére was such a wealthy 
and leading Community, the teaching of Torah still left much to be desired. 
The Community to this day had not produced great Rabbis, Hebrew authors, 
or scholars. The basis of the Jewish education of their children in most 
places was the Prayer Book rather than the Torah. Instead of the traditional 
mitzvah of daily tuition, too many parents were satisfied with teaching for 
their children once or twice a week. 

The purpose of that conference was, therefore, to urge Anglo-Jewry 
to strengthen the Talmud Torahs, which had always had to struggle for 
their existence. 

Recognition was due to the Talmud Torah Trust, said Mr. Goldbloom, 
for its efforts to co-ordinate, supervise, and develop the educational, finan- 
cial, and hygienic problems of the Talmud Torahs, but that was only a 
beginning. The ideal solution, if spirit and means allowed, would be the 
establishment of Jewish day shootin In the meantime, it was their duty 
to put the Talmud Torahs on a sound basis, and {o unite them in a nation- 
wide Organisation under the Trust. 


The Rev. Dr. I. W. Storkt, Principal of the Manchester Talmud Torah, 
opening the discussion, said that the Talmud Torahs were going through a 
crisis. London had been suffering for many years from cuts in salaries, 
and sometimes teachers were not paid for several weeks. Now in one bi 
provincial Talmud Torah, for the first time. most of the teachers had ha 
cuts m salary. The reason given was economy) li the heads of Com- 
mittees would understand that Jewish religious cducation was food for 
the soul. which was as important as food for the body. they would 
certainly not economise on education. Dr. Slotki referred to the spreading 
out of Jewish populations in many of the big towns. and said that the day 
of big Talmud Torahs had gone. They must consider a plan for establishing 
‘mall Talmud Torahs to follow the population; but to be successful they 
have centralised control. 

Dr. M. Fritpianner, Headmaster of the Glasgow Talmud Torah. said 
that from the terrible conditions under which they were living there was 
a possibility of deriving great strength for Jewish religious education in 
this country [hey must remember that whenever a centre of Jewry 
was broken up there alwa\s.arose another centre in another country: to 
lake its place Ihe trend of the times showed that Britain was now the 
country where fortunately they could <ull take their full share in keeping 
alive Judaism and Jewrs 

Mr. J. bE. Benner (Headmaster of the Liverpool Talmud Torah) said 
that teachers must endeavour to strengthen their own position and see that 
thew standard: was raised 

Others who spoke included Dr. Weinstock (from Vienna), Rabbi Singer, 
Mr. Adler (Leeds), and Mr. Rosenstein 

On Sunday. the delegates visited the Dalston. Wellington Road. Great 
Garden Street, Brick Lane, Redmans Road. Stemford Hill. ard Tottenham 
lalmud Torahs 

Ihe conference was continued on Sunday evening at Woburn House. 
Ihe Rev. J. RK. Gotpsioom presided. when an address on The Teaching of 
Rashi was given by Mr. M. 


The Genius of Rashi 


Mir. Vilenski said that Rashi's was the most famous of all the com- 
mentaries. Rashi was a genius. and had those great faculties of the mind 
which made him a great Gaon. He made his questions and answers live, he 
himself lived in the spirit and atmosphere of the Talmud, and in fact he 
was the Talmud himself. He could not imagine. said Mr. Vilenski, that 
there was any Talmud Torah that did not teach Torah with Rash. They 
must now teach Rashi with the same spirit and devotion that Rashi had 
pul into his own commentaries Ihe Chumesh was dry and would not 
interest a boy unless he got the feeling which Rashr gave to it. 

Dayan H.M. Lazarus said that the mo-t important part of the conference 
was the fact that the Talmud Jorahs would be united tnto a definite body. 

Rappi Dr. L. Rapinowrsz said that the fear and suspicion which had 
been expressed that children were unwilling to co or that parents did not 
wish to send their children for an increased number of hours to classes was a 
fallacy. When he first went to Cricklewood. the classes met only three 
times a week. Ihe Classes Committee were approached, and an additional 
session was arranged. with the result that attendances increased at all the 
sessions. They had also recently started what they vaingloriously galled 
a Yeshiva. They hoped it would eventually become a Yeshiva. but they 
had two classes, where Rashi. Mishna, Gemora, and Tenach were being 
taught, and which met five and six times a week. Not one boy, English- 
born, who joined had left. Slowly and steadily the numbers were increasing. 

Mr. KESTENBAUM said that they must find a way of getting to the Jewish 
leaders. who lacked understanding of Jewish education, and convince 
them of the need to provide increased religious education for their children, 

Dr. J. F. Miptoursky condemned the private chedarim as insanitary 
places, and commended THe for drawing attention to 
the need for the Shechita Board to support the Talmud Torahs more 
adequately. 

Another speaker also praised Tur Jewish CHRONICLE for refusing to 
print reports of card parties held to raise funds for Talmud _ Torahs. 

Other speakers included Rabbi Rabinowitz (Birmingham), Mr. Candel- 


shine. Mr. Grunis, Mr. Cohen Lask, and the Rev. J. Halpern (Secretary of 


the Trust). 

Mr. I. W. Go_psersG presided at the concluding session, 

Thirteen resolutions were moved by Mr. E. Halevy and seconded by Dr. Slotki, 
and were unanimously adopted. In them the conference affirmed that the 
founding of Talmud Torahs had enriched the spiritual possessions of Jewry in 
this country and strengthened the Anglo-Jewish Community by providing it 
with leadigg personalities and conscientious members; and called on parents to 
see that their children attended: regularly, to foster in their homes an atmosphere 
in which children might practise freely and naturally the teachings they received 
at the Talmud Torahs, and to encourage the regular attendance of their children 
at Synagogue service—at least on Sabbaths and Festivals. In this connection, the 
initiative of the Association of Headmasters of Talmud Torahs in convening joint 
meetings of parents and teachers was commended: 

Further resolutions drew the attention of the Talmud Torah Trust and other 
interested bodies to the need for increasing educational efficiency by the foundin 
of a training seminary for Talmud Torah. teachers, and recommended a radica 
revision of the conditions of Talmud Torah teachers so as to avoid such abuses 
as the payment of lew salaries, which compelled the employment of unqualified 
tcachers and reduced the profession to a“ blind-alley occupation. 

After recording its conviction that a sound Jewish and religious education was 
an inner and outer measure of defence of the highest importance in these times, 
the conference instructed the Talmud Torah Trust to exert its efforts to influence 
all Jewish bodies to regard the upkeep of Talmud Terahs as an elementary duty 
and not a matter for individual charity only, and expressed its opinion that the 
voting of a small weekly levy on all members of those bodies would suffice to 
achieve the object in view and thus create a reservoir of energy for the continuance 
and enlargement of those vital communal bodies. 

Rabbis and preachers were asked to make prominent mention in their sermons 
on the last day of Passover and on Shabbas Shuvah of Talmud Torah education, 

Ihe necessity was affirmed in a further resolution of a central body con- 
cerning itself with propaganda and the problems and affairs common to all 
Talmud Torahs in the British Isles, and called upon the Talmud Torah _ Trust to 
take steps to achieve that, object. | 

Concern at the practice of withdrawing children when they attained Barmitzvah 
was expressed, and the Talmud Torah Trust was recommended to appoint a 
Committee to investigate the problem, and a further Committee to draft measures 
directed to increasing the number of girls attending Talmud Torahs. 

Finally. the successful experiment of holding Talmud Torah summer schools 
was commended, and its extension to the provincial towns was recommended,

Mr. I. W. GOLDBERG thanked Dayanim Abramski and Gollop for theif 
addresses; Rabbi Dr. Altmann for preaching the conference sermon; an 
the Organising Committee, including the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, Mr, 
Vilenski, Mr. Halevy, and the Rev. J. Halpern. He also thanked THE JEWISH 


CHRONICLE for its splendid editorial reference last week.

RELIGIOUS YOUTH IN CONFERENCE 


Christians in Joint Protest 


MESSAGE FROM ARAB SOCIETY 


The first Anglo-Jewish Religious Youth ¢ onference called by the 
Agudas Israel was held on Sunday at the Rose Hertz Hall of Woburn 
House. It was organised by the Zeire Agudas Israel, and was attended 
by delegates from London and the Provinces, by many relugee Rabbis 
from the Continent, and by a group of refugee boys from the Jewish 
Secondary School, who were formerly members of the Vienna Zeire 
Agudas Israel. faking part in the concluding szssion of the 
Conference, which took the form of a public demonstration against 
anti-Semitism, were representatives of non-Jewish religious youth 
organisations. 

Rev. J. presided at the morning session, 

Mr. Jacorn Rosenuem. President of the World Aguda, welcomed the 
Conference and spoke of the importance, in these times, when there was an 
unprecedented scatte:ing of the Jews over the world, of ensuring that they 
be not lost spiritually when they were rescued physically. 

Mr. H. A. Goopan, President of the British Agudist Organisation, said it 
was the duty of each orthodox youth to work for the fulfilment of the 
principles of the Aguda laid down in Kattowicz twenty-six years ago and so 
to persevere that the Aguda in England become an organisation of which 
they would have reason to be proud. 

Rabbi Twerskt gdve an account of the achievements of the Keren 
Hatorah, through which £13,000 had, in the last few year:. been sent to 
Eastern Europe for the support of Yeshivas. Beth Jacob : 's, and other 
institutions, 

Rabbi Horowrrz, of Frankfort, addressed the afternoon session which was 
concerned with Torah and education. The Rev. B. M.Cymmerman, Hon. 
Secretary and Organiser of the Conference, presided. 

Mr. I. M. CyMMERMAN spoke on “ Chizzuk Hadass,” and Mr. ABENSON, of 
Liverpool, on “ Pirchei Agudas Israel.” A debate followed in which, among 
others, Rabbis Te:ichman and Tarshish, and Mr. Tessler spoke. 

The Conferenc: was roused to indignation by the reading of a letter by 
one of the young refugees present. This was written by his friend, a lad of 
eleven, now at one of the Jewish refugee camps in this country. The boy 
complains bitterly in the letter of conditions which make it difficult for him 
and other Orthodox children to live the orthodox life to which they have 
been accustomed. 

Mr. H. A. GoopMan condemned the situation which gave rise to such a 
letter.

Addressing the Palestine session in the evening Rabbi Mosue Biav, of 
Jerusalem, said that the dangerous situation, spiritually, in which emigrating 
Jewish youths found themselves—and of which the refugee boy's letter 
reminded them—was, unfortunately, even more serious in Palestine. There 
older youths than this child arrived. The Aguda in Palestine would like to 
take all such arrivals in charge, but they were not getting the support they so 
badly needed. Rabbi Blau appealed to Anglo-Jewry tn particular to support 
Agudist efforts in Eretz Israel 

Mr.N. W. Dossier spoke on “ Hachsharah.” 

Mr. |. M. Bratér anpealed for support of the Keren Hayishuvy.

Public Meeting of Protest 


Mr. H. A. Goodman presided at the public meeting of protest against . 


anti-Semitism. Messages were read from the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
the Cardinal Archbishop of Westminster, the Archbissop of York, the 
Bishop of Durham. the Baptist. World Alliance, the Society of Friends, the 
Y.M.C.A., and the Arab Society, whese letter was as follows:

Mr. GOODMAN said the occasion was unique, for never before had there 
been gathered together r: presentatives of the Youth organisations of various 
faiths for the purpove of protesting against the persecution on the Continent 
—Orginisations specifically concerned with the religious aspect of the 
problem. 

Mr. R. H. Banks, President of the London Young Baptist Union. said 
the occasion was certainly unique in the history of the Church he represented, 
and he prized the honour of participating init very hig ily indeed. In coming 
there he represented not only the London Union but the Young Baptists of 
the country and he was sure that,in expressing deep sympathy for the Jewish 
people and horror at the persecutions, he was expressing the feelings, too, of 
the senior Baptis! organisations. 

Mr. GORDON Savace, Chairman of the Youth Movement of the Church 
Association, said it was necessary for all who valued free speech, democracy, 
and liberty, in the highest sense of the word, to stand together in unity. He 
said that while they of the Church of England, and others. gave their 
sympathy to the persecuted Jews and gave practical assistance in helping the 
refugees, they also gave to Jewry their confident hope that these troubles 
would cease. | 

Rabbis Dr. S. ScHONFELD and BLAU also spoke. 


A resolution of protest against the persecutions and of appeal to the

WARNING TO BAD EMPLOYERS 


Mr. Nathan Laski at Council of Manchester 
and Salford Jews 


[From our Correspondent] 


Referring to the recent resolution passed by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews on the question 
of the recognition of the principle of collective bargaining, Mr. Nathan 
Laski, J.P., the President, made an ecarnest appeal, at the quarterly 3 
meeting ol*the Council on Sunday. to all Jewish employers to recognise 
that Trade Unionism was a bulwark against Fascism, Mr. Laski said 
he hoped that those few Jewish employers to whom the resolution 
referred would realise that they were by their attitude causing harm 
not only for themselves but for the whole of the Jewish Community. 
* We are not in a position to put anyone in Cherem,’ went on Mr, 
Laski, “ but we ask alt those who know these people (and they are 
well Known) to do their utmost to influence them in this matter without 
delay.” 


Mr. Isidore Sandler, Joint Hon. Secretary, pointed out that the 
Council had on several occasions successfully intervened in local trade 
disputes affecting either Jewish employers or Jewish workers. Referring 
to the Manchester movement for the boycott of German goods, Mr. 
Sandler said; “ As. individual Jews, we approve wholeheartedly of 
the boycott. Although we are not organising it, we hope that it will 
have the support of every Jew.” 

Councillor Leshe M. Lever also appealed for amicable relations 
between employers and the Trade Unions. 

Mr. Laski said that he regarded as “ not proper and, for the time 
being, ill-judged ~ the attack made by the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig on 
the alleged proposals for Jewish settlement in Abyssinia (referred to 
under * Imperial and Foreign” on page 18). “Our Premier has just 
come from Italy,” said Mr, Laski, “and I do not think it is right 
tor us as loyal citizens to take extreme views on Italy until we Know 
what has taken place in the conversations regarding the Jewish question. 
We do say, however, that we Jews will not embark on any enterprise 
in Abyssinia so long as freedom of citizenship is withheld from Italian 
Jews.” Mr. Laskt condemned Lord Samuel's speech in the recent 
Palestine debate in the House of Lords, and contrasted it with the 
Archbishop of Canterbury's moving plea for the right of the Jewish 
people to their own homeland in Palestine. 


Situation of European Jewry 


In the course of a review of the situation of the Jewish. people on 
the Continent, Mr.. Laski said: “ ft ts obvious that we can do nothing 
for our German coreligionists except to get them out of that country 
as speedily as possible. This task is made heartbreaking by the delay 
and the red tape with which it is involved. The only circumstance 
which affords us relief is the fact that we are getting the children 
out of that land of hatred and oppression, This work is one that 
seems to have reached the hearts of all, irrespective of creed, and 
thousands of children are gradually being drafted into an atmosphere 
of tolerance and peace. It is to be regretted that the offer from the 
Jewish people in Palestine to accept 10,000° German-Jewish children 


‘was refused ‘by the Colonial Secretary, on the strange ground that 


it would prejudice the forthcoming round-table conference. One can- 
not protest in too strong terms against making so humanitarian a cause 
the subject of political expediency. The darkness is not completely 
unrelieved. It 1s, indeed, a matter of happiness to feel that the great 
heart of this country ts stull sound, that ihe causes of tolerance and 


humanity still make their appeal, and that, in spite of the efforts of 


our enemies, it is universally recognised that the cause of the refugee 
is One which must appeal to all. We owe a great debt of gratitude 
to Lord Baldwin tor what he has done, and to our Christian fellow- 
citizens who have so generously subscribed.” 

In the general discussion, Mr. Alphonso Nahum said that he deplored 
the fact that many self-appointed people went round canvassing for 
the refugee and other funds. Otten they did harm to the bigger 
appeals which might be pending. He felt sure that there were a large 
number of people who did not contribute at all in an adequate fashion, 

Dr. I. Wassilevsky said that it was a scandal that the British Govern- 
ment in Palestine did not allow many of the German Jews resident in 
Palestine to bring over their aged parents from Germany. The Jews 
ought to protest throughout the world and say that no country had 
a right to play about with its Jewish citizens. . 

Mr. Norman Jacobs suggested that, as a first step towards the co- 
ordination of local Jewish charities, a register be compiled of present 
contributors to the different institutions. 

A Committee, consisting of Messrs. H. A. Nathan, J.P., I. W. 
Goldberg, Walter Wolfson, S. Cowan, H. Ginsberg, and M. Rubin, 
and the Council's Executive, was set up to collect funds for the Polish- 
Jewish deporiees in “ no-man’s-land.” 


The following statement had been issued earlier on behalf of the 
Executive Committee of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews: 
_ This Council, believing that the creation and maintenance of goodwill in 
industrial relations is essential to social progress and well-being, urges those 
Jewish employers who have not already done so, in their own interests and in 
the interests of the Community at large, to recognise the principle of collective 
bargaining. 

A trade union meeting and demonstration of protest against a furni- 
ture firm in Eccles, partly owned by Jews, whose employees are at 
present on strike on questions of wages and trade union recognition, 
is due to be held on January 29. Trade unionists have been 
denouncing the firm's “ Fascist methods.”

PROGRESS OF REFUGEE WORK 


The Placing of Trainees 


At the meeting of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews, 
reported also in the adjoining column, Mr. N. M. Jacobs, Chairman 
of the local branch of the Refugee Aid Committee, reported 
that there were now nine different departments working in Manchester, 
Mr. lL. Apfelbaum (Industrial Department) has already placed seventy 
trainees with both Jewish and non-Jewish employers; Miss Margaret 
Langdon is in charge of the Children’s Committee; Mr. Leonard 
Cohen of the Welfare Committee; Mrs. M. Barash of the Domestics 
Committee; and Mr. M. Feinmann of the Guarantees Committee, 

A Special Committee had been set up, with Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann 
as Chairman and the Rev. J. Vilenski as Hon. Secretary, to provide 
for the religious training of the young refugees in Manchester and 
to find openings in employment for Orthodox young people. Mr. 
Robert Breckman is Chairman of a Committee in charge of “ Kershaw 
House,” a residence in South Manchester placed at the Committee's 
disposal by Mr. Arthur Kershaw for use as a hostel for trainees 
and tor a “ pool” of domestic workers. 

Another Committee is supervising the Fox-Cassel Hostel, “ Earl- 
ston.’ Upper Park Road, to be used as a clearing-house for child 
refugees prior to their being placed in private homes. Mr. Jacods 
reported that twenty-five boys had arrived at “ Earlston” that day. 
Finally, there was an Agricultural Traning Committee, which hoped 
shortly to have a farm near Whitefield, also put at their disposal by 
Mr. Arthur Kershaw. Chalutzim from Germany would be enabled 
to continue their training there and then proceed to Palestine. 

Mr. Jacobs announced that Lord Rothschild would visit Manchester 
on February 19 to launch the local appeal on behalf of the Council 
for German Jewry. There were already three Manchester contribu- 
tions of £1,000 each. The local Jewish Friendly Societies’ Council, 
he said, were doing valuable work both tn regard to collecting funds 
and placing refugees. The boys and girls of the Manchester Habonim 
movement, with their Self-Denial Campaign, had raised the sum of 
t90. Other sections of local Jewish youth, and the Literary Society 
movement, were also playing their part loyally. in this work. Mr. 
Jacobs deprecated the establishment of innumerable Refugee Fund 
Committees, which tended to urouse the suspicion of the public. The 
only authorised collections locally were those sponsored by the Counci 
for German Jewry from their offices at 139, Cheetham Hill Road, 
Manchester, 8 The appeal of the Baldwin Fund was_ primarily 
addressed to the non-Jewish citizens of the country.

stone, |..ary Ginsberg, and Neville Blond tor their valuable work in 
connection with placing trainees.

GLASGOW 
SOCIAL ACTIVITIES FOR REFUGEES 


Offers of Accommodation from Non-Jews 


{from our Correspondent} 


Night and day there is continual activity in the special office that has 
been opened in the Zionist Centre, Queen Square, by the Glasgow 
Jewish Council for German Refugees. In charge of the office is 
Mr. Konrad Cina, Hon. Secretary of the local branch of the National 
Fund, who has taken over the general secretarial work in connection 
with refugees. 

The office is the clearing house for all matters that arise in Glasgow 
relating to the refugee problems, and is the headquarters of the various 
Committees appointed to look after the different aspects of the work. 
Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., and Mr. A. Goldberg are Joint Chairmen of 
the General Committee; Messrs. Fred Nettler, J.P., and J. Sagman 
are Joint Treasurers; and Messrs. J. Sachs, J.P., and I. A. Levine Joint 
Hon. Secretaries. The sub-Committees appointed deal with adult 
refugees, children, hospitality for young women, trainees. and domestic 
servants, and a Health Committee, composed of medical men. has also 
been set up. 

Under the auspices of the Trainees’ Committee, a meeting was held

The City Treasurer, Mr. Ernest Greenhill, spoke at the inaugural 
meeting of the session of the Institute Literary Section, held in the 
main hall.on Sunday afternoon. Mr. M. W. Bloom presided, After 
giving his analysis of the reasons for the persecution of Jewry, Mr. 
Greenhill referred to civic activities, and said that he believed that 
the Jew who took. part in public life did so not as a Jew but because 
he was a citizen. The speaker was thanked on the motion of Mr. 
Michael Black. 

Professor D. W. Niven. of Glasgow University, spoke on the origin of 
Christian denominations at a meeting of the Society of Jews and Christians, 
held in the Garnethill Svnagogue Chambers last week.

EDINBURGH 
FORGING JEWISH-CHRISTIAN FRIENDSHIP 
B'nai B’rith’s Welcome to Non-Jews 


A number of Christian Ministers and laymen of the city met members 
of the Edinburgh Lodge of the B'nai B'rith in the North British Station 
Hotel last week. Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches, President of the Lodge. 
in welcoming the guests, explained that the purpose of the gathering 
was to explore the possibilities of creating and increasing friendly 
understanding and co-operation between Jews and Christians. The 
initiative, he said, had come from their Christian friends, and was 
largely due to the Rev. Magnus R. Nicolson, of Fountainhall Road 
Church. They, as Jews, said Dr. Daiches, had gladly responded, They 
desired fraternity with all men, whatever their creed might be; they 
had no room in their faith for religious bigotry or racial animosity. 

Mr. Nicolson voiced the thanks of the Christian brethren present 
for the friendly response which Dr. Daiches and the Lodge had made 
to their approach. In common with Christian people all over the 
world, they deeply sympathised with the people of Israel in_ their 
present bitter trials. Anti-Semitism was an enemy of Christianity as 
well as of Judaism. To overcome it, Jews and Christians must come 
together in friendly discussion of the causes that produced it, and 
of the ways in which they could help one another to defeat it. More- 
over, to create lasting friendship between the two peoples, they must 


seek to understand one another and all matters on which they differed, 


including religion. 


The Rev. R. Clephane Macanna, of the Church of Scotland, 


Secretary of the Scottish Christian Council for Refugees, reminded 


the meeting that Jews and Christians could find one way of coming 


together in the common work of succouring Jewish and Christian 


refugees. There was much the Christian churches could do to enlighten 
their people on the real issues involved in anti-Semitism, and to remove 
misconceptions. 

Mr. R. Cohen, President of the Edinburgh Hebrew Congregation, 
said that they as Jews desired to do all in their power to promote 
goodwill between the two peoples, and they would willingly give 
any proposals thetr thorough consideration. 

After further discussion, it was unanimously decided to organise 
a movement in Edinburgh for improving relations between Jews and 
Christians. Those present. were constituted a Council. Dr. Daiches 
and Mr. Nicolson were appointed Jomt Conveners, and the tollowing 
were elected members of the Committee: the Rev. T. B. Stewart 
Phomson, the Rev. Robert Taylor, Messrs. W. Miles Johnston, R.

The film premiere was “ Pygmalion,” featuring Leslie Howard 
and Wendy Hiller, and among other films shown was the “ Land ‘of 
Promise.” which was most enthusiastically recerved. 

During the interval, Mr. Oscar Deutsch welcomed the Lord Mayor 
and Lady Mayoress of Birmingham and the Mayor and Mayoress 
of Oldbury. They were grateful, he said, for their presence, which 
symbolised the efforts made by Jew and non-Jew throughout Great 
Britain to help the persecuted people of other lands. He felt that 
the only solution to the problem was Palestine. 

The Mayor of Oldbury said that every right-minded Englishman’ 
felt keenly the persecutions the Jews were undergoing, and was anxious 
and proud to do something to alleviate their distress. 

The Lord Mayor condemned the German treatment of a helpless 
minority. He said he was disgusted with the way the Jewish people 
had been treated, and when in Germany last year he had expressed that 
opinion to his hosts. 

Mr. S. P. Abrams, Chairman of the General Committee, expressed 
their thanks to Mr. Oscar Deutsch for the use of the theatre and the 
films: to Mr. C. E. Bushnell, Manager of the Theatre, and his staff;

DAN BRIGHT’S COURAGEOUS CAREER 
Gave Misfortune the K.O. 


[By our Boxing Correspondent) 


Dan Bright (better known as Alf in his fighting days) is ahaa vee 
will be well known to those who can recall ring prowess of oe e od 7 
ago. His name will conjure up for them memories of the old Wonderianc 
and Forresters Music Hall, where this Jewish 
boxer fought. After twenty-seven years of 
boxing. in which he fought roughly 450 con- 
tests (the last in 1929), he ts nearly as power- 
ful and hale to-day as he was in his prime. 

Bright crew up in the profession, for he 
started very young and was a professional at 
an age when to-day he would not be allowed 
into the professional ring. Beginning as a 
fiv-weight, he went through the divisions tll 
he grew to be a heavyweight, in which class 
he became prominent. A large number of his 
contests were fought in American rings. He 


sparred with champions Tommy Burns. Jack 
Johnson, Jess Willard, Jack Dempsey. and 
Gene lunney. After overcoming strong 


Oppusition, arrangements were made tor him 
to meet Tunney in an eliminator for the nght 
to meet Dempsey for the world’s heavyweight 
title. He returned to England for a holiday 
while the arrangements were being completed. . 
It was then that the tragedy occurred that lost him this great opportunity) 
and incidentally proved that Bright is of the stuff that heroes are made. A» 
the result of rescuing two children from drowning in the River Lea, he 
became biind for two years and thus lost the chance of: fighting for the 
world’s heavyweight crown. 

The sight of his right eye gradually returned, but he could only then see 
dimly. His spirit was not broken, however, and he returned to America 
and fought there in five contests, acquitting himself well. Not even the 
closest observer was aware how near he was to actual blindness. From 
this trip he saved sufficient money to open a tobacconist and newspape: 
business in Kingsland Road, E., which is still flourishing.

The East London Clinic sets to zeork in its New Home 


O. 19, Rampart 
Street, formerly 
Little Turner Street, 


an inconspicuous little side 
turning off the Commercial 
Road, is now the centre for 
one of the most progressive 
sociological organisations ol 
our time. The East London 
Child-Guidance Clinic came 
into being eleven 
years ago because a group 
of earnest men and women 
recognised that it was essen- 
tial to do something not 
only for the physica! health 
of the population but also 
for the psychological well- 
being of children living 
in the district. the 
was deemed necessary. to 
investigation into the causes which led to 
juvenile delinguency. Thus the preventive 
work the clinic performs by dealing with the 
life of the child before it comes to a possible 
charge in a court of law limits the incidence 
of delinquency and is a vital and important 
“rampart” round the good reputation of the 
London Jewish Community. 

In 1927, the Clinic was established at 
Jews’ Free School, where it continued until 
recently. Two medical officers, a social 
worker, and a psychiatrist were appornied, and 
the L.C.C.. if it did not respond financially to 
the needs of the new undertaking, nevertheless 
recognised its importance from the first, and 
sent a constant stream of cases for examination. 
Ninety-five per cent. of the children seen at the 
Clinic are sent by L.C.C. school authorities, 
-and of these eighty per cent. referred 
there by the Care Committees.

CABBAGES 


Some of the following recipes will be a change from plain boiled cabbage. 
Cabbage Cakes 
Cooked cabbage, | breakfastcupful. One 
Hot boiled rice, 1 breakfastcupful 
Mashed potato, 1 breakfastcupful 


egg 
Salt and pepper. 
Breadcrumbs 

Use the rice hot; chop cabbage finely and mix with potato and hot rice: 
add egg-volk and season highly with salt and pepper: spread evenly on a 
plate till cold. Form into neat triangles half an inch thick: brush over 
with white of egg: dip in breadcrumbs and fry a golden brown in deep 
lat, 

Bubble and Squeak 

for a change when making “ bubble and squeak.” add a teaspoonful of 
vinegar or lemon juice to the mixed potato and cabbage 

Or when partially fried add a beaten egg-volk to the mixture. 

Or substitute boiled rice for the potato. 


An Italian Dish 
Bou. cabbage in the usual way: drain and chop finels For one quart 
of cabbage melt two tablespoonfuls of vegetable margarine in a sauce- 
pan, stir in smoothly one tablespoonful of flour and one tablespoonful of 
vinegar. Add the cabbage; season with salt and pepper: stir over a gentle 
heat for ten minutes; then turn into a hot dish; smooth over the top and 
garnish with slices of hard-boiled egg. 


Shredded Cabbage en Casserole 

WasH a young cabbage; remove outer leaves and hard stalk and shred 
finely. Put in a colander; pour over boiling water and drain thoroughly. 
Put two ounces of margarine and. one tablespoonful of water in a casserole: 
add the scalded cabbage: season to taste: cover tightly and cook in a slow 
oven tor about two hours, stirring occasionally. 

bariations: (1) When half-cooked, add thrte apples (Russets for choice) 
peeled, cored, and quartered, a teaspoonful of sugar, a grate of nutmeg, and 
a dessertspoonful of vinegar. 

(2) Lightly fry.two or three tablespoonfuls of finely-chopped fat smoked 
beef. in clarrfied dripping or vegetable fat and put this, together with the 
fat, in the bottom of the casserole. 

(3) Add a small onion peeled and sliced and a spoonful of carroway 
seed. 

(4) Add some raw potatoes cut into small pieces after the cabbage has 
heen cooking for an hour. 


Cabbage, Celery, and Apple Salad 
Take the heart of a young cabbage: shred it finely and mix with an 
equal quantity of diced apple and shredded celery; season with salt and 
pepper and dress with French dressing or mayonnaise. 


Cabbage and Tomatoes 
Take a large cabbage; trim and boil for ten minutes; then drain 
thoroughly; cut into large pieces. Well grease a fireproof dish: put in 
half the cabbage: season and.add a layer of sliced skinned tomatoes; then 
put in the remaining cabbage and another layer of tomatoes; pour over 
a gill of stock or gravy; sprinkle with breadcrumbs; dot with margarine 
and bake in a moderate oven for about three-quarters of an hour. 


White Cabbage with Pears 

A white cabbage Iwo large pears 

Margarine, 2 ozs Sherry, | wineglassiul. 

Flour, 2 teaspoonfuls.. Salt and pepper. 

lRiM cabbage: cut into four and boil in salted water for fifteen minutes: 

then drain thoroughly and chop up. Peel the pears; cut into seal/ pieces 
and stew in the sherry and an equal quantity of water and half a tea- 
spoonful of sugar tll tender. Melt the margarine; stir in the flour, then 
add cabbage and pears and stir over a gentle heat for ten minutes.

The general concensus of opinion apreared to be that the 
main factor in favour of the proposition was the combating of anti-Semitism 
and the possible revitalising effect on the community of a wider use of 
Jewish talent. In the main, speakers considered that the idea was most 
dangerous both to Jews and non-Jews alike, as once a quota was agreed 
upon there could be no certainty where the process would stop, and it might 
be extended not alone to Jews but to different classes of the population. It 
was also suggested that to impose restriction was irrational, since it was to 
the nation’s benefit that men ani women should enter into occupations for 
which they were best fitted both by inclination and attainment.

Buvers are reluciant to open fresh commitments until they feel they 
can see a littlke more clearly into the future, while at the same time, 
those holding securities, in most cases at prices above current levels, 
are merely awaiting developments rather than cut losses at present. 
The result is extreme paucity of business, and in consequence what is 
known. technically as “thin” markets in almost every section of 
the House. In such conditions, a small volume of sales has an abnormal 
effect on quotations, which are marked down out of proportion to the 
actual business passing. The situation has not been assisted during 
the past week by the development of weakness, due probably to similar 
conditions, in Johannesburg markets, which has brought fresh sharp 
reaction in gold shares. The Government request for restriction of 
undesirable exchange speculation has been passed on to the Stock 
Exchange, and this, while necessary, may mean further restriction 
of certain classes of business in gilt-edged and international securities, 
THE BANKING YEAR 7 
The leading banks of the country have already announced their 
profit figures for 1938 and the dividends to be paid for last year on 
their capital. Full reports for last year are now being published, 
and the entire country is anxiously awaiting forthcoming speeches at 
annual meetings. The speeches invariably give an insight to the trade 
of the country as well as the financial position. One interesting point 
cfacerning annual meetings is that Midland Bank, Limited, share- 
holders will for the first time meet at the new head office of the 
Bank in Poultry, London. In past years, the meeting has been held 
at Southern House, London. The reports of the clearing banks show 
a contraction in banking business last year. That was only to be 
expected in view of general upheaval caused by strained political con- 
ditions: For instance, the balance-sheet total of National Provincial 
Bank for 1938 is down from £348,622,776 to £336,888,239. Deposits 
contracted by £10,152.260 to £310,094,154. Advances are lower at 
£139,586.103. but the decline is a very modest one of £859,351. Invest- 
ments were reduced by £2,617,.806 at £83,357,528, and bill holdings by 
£2,908,553 to £32.189,714. The cash balance, however, is up from 
£32.448.577 to £34,320,774. 


WESTMINSTER BANK FIGURES 


On broad lines. the trade recession of last year had less effect than 
might have been expected on banking advances. Advances made by 
Westminister Bank, Limited, as shown in the report for 1938, were, 
however, down by £2,324,778 at £134,129,844. The assets of the bank 
showed decline last vear of £19.498,972 at £390,140,189. This results 
largely from a reduction in bills discounted at £40,942,785, against 
£51.781,303 a year ago. The balance was mainly in a drop of 
t7,.095,442 in money at call, which totals £20,803,190. Investments 
have been somewhat increased. There is a rise of £173,138 in the 
total Mgure at £112,186.133. The cash position is without material 
change. The figure for last year of £37,077,853 is down by £1,500,032. 
On the habiltties side, the deposits figure seems to reflect the with- 
drawal of foreign funds trom the country towards the end of last

SOUND POLICY 

“ Only those enterprises whose resources in time of peace and pros- 
perity have been developed and husbanded to the fullest advantage 
find themselves in these more precarious days sufficiently fortified to 
stand the strain of the inevitable reactions which follow international 
unrest and uncertainty.” This pertinent comment on current con- 
ditions was made by Sir Michael Nairn, Bart., Chairman of Michael 
Nairn and Greenwich, Ltd., the linoleum combine, at the Company's 
annual meeting. It is clear that the Company has itself followed 
the sound policy referred to.

Mort- 
gage assets had risen £3,007,956 to £33,139,558, and advances during the yeai 
totalled £6,188.209. Trustee investments stood at £1,703,986, the market value 
Of stocks being £55,083 above book value. The cash balance was £929,657, a 
Very. satisfactory. figure in the interests of liquidity. Balance of profit was 
£1,205,277, allocated as follows: (1) share interest £925,064; (2) premises written 
down by £11,000; (3) to general reserve £140,000; (4) to reserve No, 2 £134,235; 
making total reserves £2,123,409, and £26,157 was carried forward. Income tax 
had cost the Society £213,704, and N.D.C. £24,317.

ALEXANDERS DISCOUNT 


MONEY MARKET CONDITIONS 


The annual general meeting of Alexanders Discount Company Limited was held 
on January 18, at Southern House, London, E.C. 

Mr. Colin F. Campbell (the Chairman) said that the year 1938 would be looked 
back upon as one of great political difficulty and uncertainty ; in fact in September 
they had been brought to the brink of war, which happily had been averted at the 
last possible moment. In the existing circumstances it was obvious that a discount 
company such as theirs had passed through periods during the year when the out- 
look was very disconcerting. Their main business had continued to be on the same 
lines as in recent years, by which he meant that they had held large blocks of short- 
dated Government securities, financed with money lent by Bankers and others. 
Their most important holding consisted of 44 per cent. Conversion Loan, the 
running profit on which had been considerable. That stock could be repaid in 
July, 1940; consequently with a probable maturity only eighteen months heace it 
was now regarded in th: discount market generally as a bill rather than an invest- 
ment 

Shareholders would appreciate that the caining power of the business on a hold- 
ing in securities of about 92 millions, which was the amount shown in the 
balance-sheet, was satisfactory in view of the low rates now prevailing., hey some- 
times heard it said that the discount market was no longer a necessary part of the 
London.money market, and that no great harm would result if it came to an 
end, but he thought that such a view was a wholly mistaken one, and that it still 


constituted an important link in the general financial structure of the City of 
Lor con. 


BILL BUSINESS 


He was glad to say that their bill business had been a little more profitable than 
in 1937, due, in large measure, to a rise in rates during the latter part of last year. 
They continued to turn over a very large volume of money on bills, and they did 
their utmost to keep in touch with the many merchant houses and companics with 
whom they had had business dealings over a long period of time. Commercial 
bills were still scarce, though recently they had seen indications of an increas¢ in 
the volume on offer, and they could only hope that that improvement would 
develop during the coming vear and become a steadily increasing quantity. The 
Anglo-America’d Trade Agreement was now an accomplished fact, and they were 
fully justified mn the belict that it would result in a substantial iicrease in trade 
between America and th s country and indeed the British Empire. 

After stating that they had no commitments due by Foreign Governments or 
Foreign Municipalities, he went on to say that the money market had been subject 
to wider fluctuations last vear than in 1927, which had brought about a rather higher 
average price for discounts. The rate at which the Treasury had issued its bills was 
12s. 2jd. per cent., against IIs. 2d. per cent. in 1937.. The Directors had -been able 
to continue to borrow from the Banks at 4 per cent., but even so the margin was 
wholly madequatc 

It was difficult to say what the position might be during the current year, but it 
had to be borne in mind that the bu k of the toreign and lugitive money, which had 
bee) in Londons for some considerable time, had now been withdrawn. The volume 
of the trade of the country, as measured by the figures, issued by the London Clear- 
ing House, had not been maintained at the high level of 1937, and the export 
trade had not increased as they could have wished. It might be said that the 
country's proportion of the Foreimn trade transacted had b-en fairly satisfactory, 
butit would never reach the dimensions which they so much desired until the end- 
less restrictions on trade of one sort and another had been removed and the nations 
of the world were permitted to trade with one another with greater freedom. That 
was the aim and driving force behind the policy of the Government of this country, 
and they could only watcl+the steps being taken with both hope and confidence.

(By our Cinema Correspondent) 


At a private screening of “Children Must Laugh,” which has <its 
premiere at the Phoenix [Theatre on February 4, Mr. Herbert Morrison 
commented on the excellent quality of the film, and spoke for a few 
minutes on the ter- 
rible conditions that 
exist in Poland at 
the present time. He 
said, in effect, that 
whilst we had even 
greater problems 
much nearer home, 
we should give a 
little thought for the 
plight of others 

“Children Must 
Laugh” shows the 
great work which 
iS being done at the. 
Medem Sanatorium 
for Children at 
Miedzeszyn, near 
Warsaw, and no 
phase of the many 
activities Is omitted. 

Although 6000 
children have passed 
through the sana- 
torium, there are still thousands more—especially from the mining 
towns—who need immediate treatment and care, Jews and non-Jews 
are treated alike in the picture, and any political significance which 
the Polish Jewish Labour Movement has is only touched upon towards 
the end of the film. The sanatorium was originally intended for 
Jewish children only, but it now treats all creeds. Ut is still, however, 
the only institution of its kind for Jewish children in Poland. 

It is no reflection on the film to say that no time has been given to 
any speculation on the future that lies in store for these children. 
However well cared for at the sanatorium, it is physically and finan- 
cially impossible to keep them there indefinitely, and only some 
immediate solution will prevent them from being sent back to the slums. 

Even with so many charities in need and the Jewish pocket so heavily 
taxed, “Children Must Laugh” deserves all the support it can get, 
and certainly no Jew who was born in Poland or who has felatives

“STOLEN LIFE “—Plaza, Haymarket (“A” Certificate) 


Elisabeth Bergner returns to the screen in a story which admirably 
suits her whimsical personality but which steers an emotional middle 
course that is neither lightheartedly gay nor tragically sad. 

A triumph. of superlative British production, with enchantingly 
beautiful exteriors in Switzerland, Greece, and France that dovetail 
smoothly with studio interiors, the film will bring new prestige to 
British studios. 

Any story Which employs the twin personality theme must necessarily 
be rather confusing, and the opening of this picture will keep the 
audience guessing as to the exact identities of twin sisters.

If back-stage films of the past had been even half as good as this 
the public would not have grown tired of them nearly so soon.

Music 


A CONTRAST OF MOODS AND STYLES 


The contrast between Brahms’ “Song of Destiny” and _ the 
Beethoven “ Ninth,’ the two chief works performed at the B.B.C. 
Concert on Wednesday, is, among other things, a contrast of moods, 
and equally a contrast of styles. One would say at once, after hearing 
both works, that neither composer was really at his greatest in writing 
choral music, and certainly the “Song of Destiny ” was interesting 
more by Brahms’ “ innovations,” the jerky procession of one line tn 
the third stanza, for instance, than for any general outstanding 
qualities. In less capable hands than Bruno Walter's it would have 
tended to break up, to lose all homogeneity, but he knit it together 
and made of it a thing of beautiful parts woven imto an impressive 
whole. 

In the “ Ninth,” he achieved a noble clarity and a measured pro- 
gression. in the first three movements, which were a wondertul 
preparation for the fourth, and rarely have | heard the slow movement 
made to sound more lovely. But not Walter himselt could make the 
choral part sound impressive or convincing to me, and once more i 
provoked the thought that surely Beethoven wrote it with his tongue 
in his cheek! The B.B.C. Choral and the hard-pressed soloists did 
nobly, and so did the orchestra and conductor. But... 


STANLEY CHAPPLE’S RESOLUTE HANDLING 


Stanley Chapple impressed considerably as a conductor when he 
took charge of the London Symphony Orchestra for a concert last 
season, and on Monday evening | looked forward to his strengthening 
that good opinion, when he again conducted the London Symphony 
Orchestra in a programme which was distinctive in its composition, A 
Cherubini Overture, Franck’s Symphonic Variations, Mozart's Adagio 
and Fugue, Ravel's Pianoforte Concerto for the lett hand. and 
Beethoven's Seventh Symphony is a very mixed grill, and, while one 
cannot say. that the performances were always unpeccable, one feature, 
that of strong, resolute handling, was prominent throughout the 
evening. 

The Mozart item. however, very little known, was not given such a 
performance as to make one think it a neglected masterpiece. Ravel's 
Pianoforte Concerto, though displaying considerable ingenuity, 
seemed throughout to have been written for an orchestra entirely com- 
posed of left hands, as well as for a left-handed pianist. Cortot 
performed wonders in this work, but it was his Franck that made one 
realise what a master he 1s. H.C.S. 


AN EVENING FOR MUSICOLOGISTS 


For the musical historian in particular, the recital given by Gunther 
Ramin (harpsichord), Reinhard Wolf (viola d’Amore), and Paul 
Griimmer (viola da Gamba) at the Wigmore Hall last week was 
very interesting. In a programme of seventeenth to eighteenth century 
composers—Ariosti, Handel, Bach, Couperin, Purcell, and Buxtehude 

one had the opportunity of considering how musical modes and 
influences spread like wildfire even in times devoid of radio and 
aeroplanes. Bach alone, however, emerged as having as much d¥namic

power as Shapeliness. The harpsichord performance of the 
“Chromatic Fantasia and Fugue,” by Bach, revealed the limitations of 
this ancestor of the modern pianoforte. In the “Concerto Royal,’ 
by Couperin, and Trio in A Major, by Buxtehude, one gleaned a 
reasonable idea of the potentialities of the three instruments in ensemble 
work. It was very pleasing to listen to, the instruments presenting 
music in a pristine state; but such reversions must remain the happy 
hunting-ground of musicologists. 


LAMBERT AND DOSSOR AT THE PEOPLE'S PALACE 


It is not within the scope of a short criticism to specliate as to what 
extent Constant Lambert has fulfilled expectations since he came 
into the limelight at the age of twenty-one, when Diaghileff com- 
missioned him to write the music to the “ Romeo and Juliet” ballet. 
It was as a composer of ballet music that | heard him last Sunday, 
at the New Metropolitan Symphony Orchestra’s People's Palace con- 
cert, when he conducted the Suite from the “ Horoscope” ballet. 
Here one heard music with the appropriate colour and suggestion, but 
at the same time there was an underlying spirit of tameness that made 
one wish desperately that ballet-dancers would emerge from the wings 
and unfold the “ Horoscope ” story. 

Another interesting feature at the same concert was the appearance | 
of Lance Dossor in the Tchaikovsky Piano Concerto No. |. in B flat 
minor. I often feel that the merits of this work do not justify it beine 
played so often; that which ts so plainly commonplace in its texture 
securely neutralises its finer qualities. Mr. Dossor ts worthy of 
attention: his hands are well placed, and the pressure of his fingers on 
the keyboard is econontical enough to allow tor a more than usual 
amount of continuity, brought about by a fusion of overtones.

THE MONTE CARLO RALLY ) 
Details of Competitors 


Over 140 entries were received for the annual Monte Carlo Rally 
which started on Tuesday. The Rally entailed four days and four 
nights of very arduous driving to may§ain the schedule laid down. 

England had forty-one entrants: some starting from John O'Groats, 
some from Athens, and others from Stavanger and Tallinn. Ford 
cars predominated among the entries, the drivers of this make including 
Miss Amy Johnson, Mr. J. W. Whalley (who was making his tenth 
appearance in this event), and Mr, T. H. Wisdom. The last-named 
drove an 8-h.p. Ford from Athens, a fierce job to tackle with so small 
a car. 

Mrs. Wisdom, the well-known Jewish lady competition driver, drove 
a 1,203-c.c. Vauxhall, starting from Stavanger. Her route.may have 
been quite as severe as that of her husband. She went via Oslo, 
Helsingborg, Copenhagen, Oduise, Hamburg, Hanover, Venlo, Brussels, 
Rheims, Dijon, Lyons, and Grenoble, a total distance of 2.320 kilo- 
metres, as compared with the 3,773 kilometres of the route from Athens. 

Most interest is centred on the new “ Series E™ Morris 8-h.p. saloon 
driven by W. A. McKenzie, of the Dairy Marit, and Flying Officer 
M. W. Mavrogordato. They started from John OGroats on thet 
3,634-kilometre run in a car with the smallest engine in the Rally. 

All the competitors had to average 40 kilometres per hour until the 
last five sections of the run. over which the average speed had to be 
50 kilometres per hour—no mean achievement over Alpine roads at the 
end of three days and three nights of almost continuous driving. 

Lord Waleran, in a 21-h.p. Humber saloon, started from Tallinn with 
3.792 kilometres to cover, via Riga, Berlin, Brussels, Rheims, Lyons, 
and Grenoble. Mr. A. P. Good, in a big Lagonda saloon, also started 
from Tallinn. On the other hand, Mr. J. Harrop, in his 3}-lttre 
S. S. Jaguar, followed “ Tommy ” Wisdom on the Athens route, with 
FE. S. Barnes (1 4-litre Vauxhall), N. Garrard (4-litre Humber), and A. E. 
Dobell (4}-litre Railton) as fellow-competitors. 

As the first stages of the starters from John O’Groats were through 
Aberdeen, Glasgow, Doncaster, and Folkestone, I give the official 
numbers of the competitors so that motorists who may have seen 
the cars can know which they were.

Speaking on Monday at the dinner of the Manchester and District 
House-Builders’ Association, Mr. F. E. Warbreck Howell, a General 
Manager of the Halifax Building Society, stressed the need for houses to 
let at rents within the means of lower-paid wage-earners. He said that 
under the 1936 Housing Act, building societies were able to lend up to 
90 per cent. of the valuation of houses built to let to workers, the local 
authority and the State guaranteeing, with the society, the risk involved by 
the abnormal loan.

Some house-builders and some local authorities, however, 
had been unwilling to co-operate in the working of the scheme, and pro- 
gress had been slow. Since 1933, when the plan was introduced, to March 
last. guarantees had been given in respect of only 18.487 houses, of which 
the “ Halifax ” accounted for 11,987. or 64.8 per cent. of the national figure. 
To date. the “ Halifax” had made advances under the Act on 13.689 
houses—in Manchester on 2.554 houses. Manchester, he said, was an 
example of co-operation under the Act. Mr. Howell commended the scheme 
of the National House-Builders’ Registration Council, which tssues certifi- 
cates of sound construction, with a view of safeguarding house-purchasers. 
The Halifax Building Society had lent more than £20,000,000 per annum for 
four successive years, and loans would probably reach this figure again 
by the end of its current financial year.

Speaking on Monday at the dinner of the Manchester and District 
House-Builders’ Association, Mr. F. E. Warbreck Howell, a General 
Manager of the Halifax Building Society, stressed the need for houses to 
let at rents within the means of lower-paid wage-earners. He said that 
under the 1936 Housing Act, building societies were able to lend up to 
90 per cent. of the valuation of houses built to let to gvorkers, the local 
authority and the State guaranteeing, with the society, the risk involved by 
the abnormal loan. He suggested that there was an opportunity here 
for investors. Some house-builders and some local authorities, however, 
had been unwilling to co-operate in the working of the scheme, and pro- 
gress had been slow. . Since 1933, when the plan was introduced, to March 
last, guarantees had been given in respect of only 18,487 houses, of which 
the “ Halifax” accounted for 11,987, or 64.8 per cent. of the national figure. 
To date. the ©“ Halifax” had made advances under the Act on 13,689 
houses—in Manchester on 2.554 houses. Manchester, he said, was an 
example of co-operation under the Act. Mr. Howell commended the scheme 
of the National House-Builders’ Registration Council, which tssues certifi- 
cates of sound construction, with a view-of safeguarding house-purchasers. 
Ihe Halifax Building Society had lent more than £20,000,000 per annum for 
four successive vears, and loans would probably reach this figure again 
by the end of its current financial year.

NE of my correspondents, commenting 
Qe: my.“ tabloid” answers to nephews

The Jewish mission, | think, is more con- 
cerned with character and modes of lite than 
with matters of the intellect. You can try to 
spread a philosophic truth by preaching it. but, 
as the late Dr. Joseph Jacobs said, 
“ Character cannot be passed from person to 
person im neat little parcels wrapped up in 
brown paper. It is only by working out your 
own character to the highest pitch of which it 
Is capable that you can influence the characters 
of others.” I think this ts the most generally 
accepted ‘way in which the Jewish mission can 
best be carried out—by livirg up to the highest 
ourselves and so, by our example, stimulating 
others. The Jewish prophets did not say: “Go 
out and convert the heathen.” What they said 
was “ Do justice, love mercy. and walk humbly 
with thy God.”

A Sea Watt

the other day I suggested that there was anothe: 
way in which the Jewish mission could be 
carried out. We have not only to do good but 
to resist evil. A sea wall has a mission: it is 
to resist the encroachments of the waves, which 
might otherwise crumble away the cliffs and 
break upon the land.

The one essential is that the light 
shall be bright, so that the beams may pene- 
trate the musts that so often darken the path 
of the travellers.

So our characters must partake of the nature 
both of the breakwater and lighthouse. 
They must be firm and solid: they must be 
bright and shining. They must be both felt ard 
seen. We do not want to hang our virtues 
out hke gifts on a Christmas tree. Our mission 
is not to say: “See how good I am: come and 
imitate me.” Our mission is to be good so that 
others will want to imitaie us. Lam quile sure 
that this silent mission its the most effective in 
the end. “Good example is half a sermon.” 
said Samuel Smiles. Haham Dr. Gaster had 
a brother who was a well-known physician. 
Someone once inquired for Dr. Gaster. “Do 
you want the one who preac'! or the one 
who practises?” he was asked. The joke has 
some significance for our theme. In point of 
fact, both Drs. Gaster were practitioners, the 
one in the spiritual sphere and the other in the 
physical.

BROWN PAPER PARCELS 


BY AUNTIE 


NE of my correspondents, commenting 
QO: my “tabloid” answers to nephews 
and mieces, wondered what all my letters 

contain. I wish I had space to quote from 
them sometimes, as many of them are very 
interesting, and | get many problems pro- 
pounded to me. The other day I was asked 
an old question. In effect, it was this: Hf you 
believe so strongly in Jewish ideals, why do you 
not strive to spread them among the nations? 
You talk of a Jewish mission, but what is the 
good of a mission without missionaries? 

4 A Mission 

{ do believe in a mission, but there are more 
ways than one of spreadmg it or carrying it 
out. The Jewish mission, I think, is more con- 
cerned with character and modes of life than 
with matiers of the intellect. You can try to 
spread a philosophic truth by preaching it. but, 
as the late Dr. Joseph Jacobs once said, 
“Character cannot be passed from person to 
person im neat little parcels wrapped up in 
brown paper. It is only by working out your 
own character to the highest pitch of which it 
is capable that you can inflwence the characters 
of others.” I think this ts the most generally 
accepted way in which the Jewish mission can 
best be carried out—by livirg up to the highest 
ourselves and so, by our example, stimulating 
others. The Jewish prophets did not say: “Go 
out and convert the heathen.” What they said 
was “ Do justice, love mercy, and walk humbly 
with thy God.” 

A SEA WALL 

When this problem was propounded to me 
the other day I suggested that there was another 
way in which the Jewish mission could be 
carried out. We have not only to do good but 
to resist evil A sea wall has a mission: it is 
to resist the encroachments of the waves, which 
might otherwise crumble away the cliffs and 
break upon the land. It stays “put” hk 
doesn’t go sailing over the ocean telling the 
breakers to behave themselves. By its solidity 
and stolidity it simply prevents them from 
doing any harm, and they dash themselves 
vainly against il, recoiling in spray. We can 
perform the function of the sea wal! against the 
breakers of hate and uncharitableness. They 
may hammer us, but we stand firm and protect 
all behind us. 

THe LIGHTHOUSE 

lf I may carry this maritime simile a little 
farther, | would cite the example of the light- 
house, the beacon that, shining through the 
blackness of the night, warns vessels of dangers 
and enables them to keep upon their true 
course. The lighthouse has a mission. Its 
function is discharged by its very fixity. May 
not the Jewish mission be somewhat in the 
mature of that of the lighthouse, showing 
voyagers on the journey of life the way they 
should go? The one essential is that the light 
shall be bright, so that the beams may pene- 
trate the mists that so often darken the path 
of the travellers. 


CHARACTER 

So our characters must partake of the nature 
both of the breakwater and the lighthouse. 
They must be firm and solid: they must be 
bright and shining. They must be both felt and 
seen. We do not want to hang our virtues 
out like gifts on a Christmas tree. Our mission 
is not to say: “See how good I am; come and 
imitate me," Our mission is to be good so that 
others will want to imitaie us. I am quite sure 
that this silent mission is the most effective in 
the end. “Good example is half a sermon.” 
said Samuel Smiles. Haham Dr. Gaster had 
a brother who was a well-known physician. 
Someone once inquired for Dr. Gaster. “Do 
you want the one who preaches or the one 
who practises?” he was asked. The joke has 
some significance for our theme. In point of 
fact, both Drs. Gaster were practitioners, the 
one in the spiritual sphere ahd the other in the 
physical. Practice in Jewish teaching has 
always been deemed more important than 
preaching.
